Spencer won the first leg and de- 
fending World Champion Eddie 
Lawson (Yam) the second, but the 
overall win and 15 GP points went 
to Spencer whose aggregate time 
was 3/100ths of a second less 
than Lawson's. 


Canadian Supercross Champion Ross 
Pederson (Suz) took home a one- 
pound bar of gold (worth approxi- 
mately $5,000) for his win in the June 
1 Montreal Supercross. Over 62,000 
spectators saw Pederson top Doug 
Hoover (Yam) and Ohio's Jeff Hicks 
(Hon) in the final of*the Canadian 
event. 


Harley-Davidson’s Scott Parker bet 
Honda’s Ricky Graham $100 that 
he would qualify quicker than 
Graham for last Saturday night's 
Louisvillen National Half Mile. 
Parker was $100 richer after 


qualifying. 


Speedboys and their FZ750 won the 
WERA National Endurance Series 
eight-hour road race at Summit Point 
Raceway in West Virginia on June |. 
Team Hammer led until suffering 
engine failure; Cycle Tech crashed; 
Hammer was credited with 31st place, 
Cycle Tech with 28th. CG Racing 
(FZ750) finished second, with ZP 
Racing (FJ1100) third. 


Jim Vreeke leads AFM/Kerker 
West Coast Superbike Series 
points after three rounds, with 42; 
Todd Brubaker and Earl Roloff are 
tired for second with 36; Walt 
Nitto and Bob Reinen are tied for 
third with 29 points each. The 
Honda 500 Interceptor Series, run 
concurrently with the Kerker ser- 
ies, is now led by Joe Solis with 48 
points, followed by Nigel Gale with 
39, Richard Moore with 37, Don 
Biava with 30 and Whitney Blakes- 
lee with 27.

The June 1 United States round of 
the World Championship Observed 
Trials Series was held in Exeter, 
Rhode Island, and won by Thierry 
Michaud (Fan) with a score of 68. 
Giles Burgat (Yam) finished adistant 
second with 90 marks, while defend- 
ing World Champion Eddy Lejeune 
(Hon) was third with 91. Top Ameri- 
can in the event, which most compet- 
itors felt was very difficult, was Scott 
Head (Bet) witha score of 120. Head’s 
68.6 won the previous day’s National 
Championship Seriés round, with 
Jack Stites (Yam) a close second with 
a score of 69.6. Curt Comer (Bet) fin- 
ished third with 83.2 marks. 


In the first of five scheduled U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission (CPSC) public hearings 
into ATV safety, held May 30 in 
Jackson, Mississippi, Commis- 
sioners Terrence Scanlon and Carol 
G. Dawson went further to dis- 
tance themselves and the CPSC 
from Commissioner Stuart M. 
Statler’s repeated calls for a ban 
and recall of all three-wheeled 
ATVs. In his opening remarks, 
Scanlon told the hearing audience 
“At this point, we still do not 
know enough about ATVs to de- 
cided what is most appropriate, 
and we certainly do not have 
enough data to justify a ban on 
ATV sales ora recall of those ATVs 
already in use.” Later in the hear- 
ing, Scanlon said “There is no 
CPSC plan to ban or recall ATVs.” 
In her opening remarks, Dawson 
said “Regardless of what you may 
have heard or read in the press, the 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission has not made a decision 
on how best to address the ATV 
situation.” 


In contrast to previous hearings into 
ATV safety, the CPSC_ hearing in 
Jackson saw 3] pro-ATV witnesses 
testify and eight anui-ATV witnesses 
testify, including one crasher and his 
lawyer. Among those testifying were 
13 representatives of retail-level motor- 








cycle/ATV businesses, five ATV rid- 
ers or club representatives, three 
industry representatives, and two kids. 
Hayley Ulrich, 7, editor of the ATV 
News Kid’s Page, drew the only 
audience response of the day — a 
standing ovation — for her testimony 
on the ability of kids to safely operate 
ATVs. The next CPSC hearing is 
scheduled for Dallas on June 17, fol- 
lowed by a hearing in Concord, New 
Hampshire on July 25. Persons in-

If you do nothing, they’ll do 
nothing, and we’ll be stuck with 
what we’ve got — a univer- 
sally-disobeyed national speed 
limit. 

To clarify, there exists a growing 
movement opposing absolute federal 
control of highway speed limits, des- 
pite what Gallup polls say. Why? 
Because the nation is just too big for 
one speed limit, and 55 mph is just 
too slow for many of our highways in 
wide-open spaces. 

Providing a spark to ignite the 
flames of change was a report issued 
last November by the National Re- 
search Council. Called ‘55: A Decade 
of Experience,” the congressionally- 
ordered report praised the national 
speed limit but suggested that a higher 
limit would be appropriate on roads 
designed for faster travel, namely 
31,500 miles of rural Interstates. 

That report did two things. First, it 
invited an airing of the speed-limit 
issue — which happened February 
21, when a U.S. House of Representa- 
tives subcommittee conducted a for- 
mal hearing, perhaps the first in a 
decade. And second, it caused law- 
makers in Congress and in state legis- 
latures to see there is an alternative to 
repealing 55: modifying the national 
speed limit to give states a choice of 
higher limits on selected roads. The 
result is an unprecedented amount of 
state and federal speed-limit legisla- 
tion now under consideration. 

New Jersey Congressman James 
Howard is chairman of the House 
Public Works and Transportation 
Committee, the panel to which three 
House speed-modification bills have 
been assigned. Howard has been re- 
sponsible in the past for ignoring 
speed-limit repeal bills until they 
died, and his disposition doesn’t seem 
to have improved. 

“T can’tsee it moving at all,” How- 
ard told a congressional journal that 
asked him about the chances of the 
bills. “I haven’t heard from the head 
of asingle state police department, or 
— in private — from any governor 
who wants todo much.” Apparently, 
Howard is ignoring or hasn’t heard 
about the resolutions in five state 
legislatures urging Congress to 
change the speed law. 

Howard does know about House 
bills 693, 1163 and 1086, because 
those are the three measures before 
his committee. The first, HR-691, is 
sponsored primarily by Rep. Dave 
McCurdy (D-OK) and would permit 
governors to apply to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation for permis- 
sion to increase limits up to 65 mph 
on rural Interstates. HR-1163 wasin- 
troduced by Rep. Hames Hansen (R- 
UT) and would allow states a 70- 
mph limit on roads outside “‘traffic- 
congested” areas, which would be 
defined by the DOT. HR-1086, au- 
thored by Rep. Barbara Bucanovich 
(R-NV) would repeal the 55-mph limit 
completely, reverting speed laws to 
the individual states. 

While in Washington for the 
speed-limit hearing, we spoke with 
Hansen about his legislation. The 
congressman praised 55 for its: past 














contributions to safety and fuel con- 
servation. But, he said, vehicles and 
roads have changed for the better. “In 
my opinion, any law that the public 
uniformly thumbs its collective nose 
at should be re-examined. It’s absurd 
to have a mandatory, uniform speed 
limit,” he said. 

Missouri Sen. John Danforth chairs 
the Senate’s Commerce, Science and 
Transportation Committee, and he 
reportedly is not interested in chang- 
ing the nation’s speed law. This is 
unfortunate, because his committee 
has been assigned Senate Bill 329, a 
measure similar to Hansen’s bill with 
a maximum rural speed of 65 mph. 

One bright spot is that S-329 has as 
one of its co-sponsors Sen. Steve 
Symms (R-ID), who is chairman of 
the Transportation Subcommittee of 
Danforth’s full committee. Symms 
will ensure there is a driving force 
behind the measure, at least through 
the subcommittee and committee de- 
liberations. 

The primary sponsor of S-329 is 
Sen. Chic Hecht of Nevada. We also 
paid a visit to Hecht in Washington, 
and he too spoke of the absurdity of 
the federal stranglehold on speed 
limits. “This is really a states’ rights 
issue,” he declared. In spite of Dan- 
forth’s position, Hecht expressed op- 
timism about the chances of his bill 
— at least in the Senate. 

The panel that conducted the Feb- 
ruary 21 hearing was the House 
Transportation, Aviation and Mate- 
rials Subcommittee, which has no 
jurisdiction over speed-limit legisla- 
tion but did provide a forum for dis- 
cussion of the issue. More than one 
observer said this was the first hear- 
ing on the speed law in its 11-year 
existence. 

Testifying were a dozen congress- 
men, a smattering of state and federal 
officials and four “users” that in- 


» cluded Jim Baxter of the Citizens 


Coalition for Rational Traffic Laws 
and Joan Claybrook of Ralph Nad- 
er’s Public Citizen. Representing mo- 
torcyclists, though not asked to tes- 
tify due to time constraints, were 
AMA Legislative Affairs Manager 
Gary Winn and myself. 

I won't say the hearing agenda was 
not arranged to reflect a certain posi- 
tion, but the only plea to leave 55 
untouched came from Claybrook, the 
notorious head of the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration 
under Jimmy Carter. If Congress does 
anything, she said, itought to improve 
compliance with the speed limit and 
make it clear to states that the feds 
will come down hard on any legisla- 
ture that tried to increase its limit. 

Right now, there are three states 
—Arizona, Maryland and Vermont 
—in jeopardy of losing up to 10% of 
their federal highway funds because 
too many vehicles are speeding on 
their highways. There are also state 
bills in Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, 
New York, Oklahoma and Wyoming 
to increase limits on some or all of 
their highways. If one of these pro- 
posals is enacted, or Congress holds 
hearings to consider withholding 
highway money from the three states 
now out of compliance, federal law- 
makers may suddenly get the itch to 
act on HR-693, HR-1163, HR-1086 
or S-329. 


In the meantime, motorcyclists 
should concentrate on showing key 
members of Congress that there is 
considerable support “out there” for 
a speed-limit change. Letters urging 
consideration of these bills should be 
sent to Rep. Howard at 2245 Rayburn 
House Office Building, Washington, 
DC 20515, and Sen. Danforth, 497 
Russell Senate Office Building, 
Washington, DC 20510. 

Remember, if you don't do any- 
thing, neither will they.

All good things come to an end 
sometime and another good 
win streak passed by the boards 
on May 19 when Frenchman 


Christian Sarron turned back Ameri- 
cans Freddie Spencer, Eddie Lawson 
and Randy Mamola in the 500cc World 
Road Racing Grand Prix in West 
Germany. Prior to that time, the 
Americans had not been defeated since 
August of 1982 — we had won 24 
straight before Sarron, who is not 
recognized as a race-to-race threat 
raced his Yamaha in for the win, 
slightly over 10 seconds ahead of 
Spencer’s Honda. 

Spencer’s second-place finish put 
him in the points lead ahead of Law- 
son this is the first time Spencer has 
led in over a year. He has 15 GP wins 
to his credit. 

On the same day Spencer gained 
the point lead with a runner-up finish 
on his factory Honda, another first 
happened. 

Thousands of miles away at Sears 
Point Raceway, Wayne Rainey rode 
to his first National road race win on 
a privateer Honda. He had never before 
raced in the Formula One class, but 
much like his first effort in F-2 a few 
years ago, Rainey came up a winner 
the first time out. No rider had ever 
before won a National road race on a 
privateer Honda. Honda’s factory 
boys had done it all in the seasons 
before: mainly Mike Baldwin, some- 
times Freddie Spencer, and one time 
Bubba Shobert. 

Bob MacLean is a eleen 
easterner who has been fielding road 
racers for years and putting east coast 
riders in the saddle. He has had some 
good programs from time to time. 
Somehow MacLean and Rainey de- 
cided to team up this year, and Rai- 
ney is riding both the F-] and F-2 
classes for aman whose machines are 
built and maintained several thou- 
sand miles away by Toomey Racing. 


Rainey showed up at Loudon, New 
Hampshire several years ago and at 
the last minute was given a backup 
Kawasaki 250 to race in the then- 
Novice class. He beat all the pavement- 
pounding specialists that abound 
back east not once, but twice in the 
same weekend. 

He went on to later become Super- 
bike champion and gave up racing 
in the 250cc class for several reasons, 
the main one being that Kawasaki no 
longer had 250s. 

In two seasons he won a total of 
seven Superbike finals and then quit 
Superbikes to go to Europe and ride 
250s. He returned to the states only 
twice last year to ride in the 250cc F-2 
class; he won both events — one at 
Daytona and the other at Laguna 
Seca. 


This is the same riderwho showed 
upat San Jose in May. Rainey entered 
and qualified a Harley for the mile 
National but failed to make the final. 
About the only loss he has had in 
America for a long time. It bears 
mentioning that during his last full 
season as a dirt track racer he was the 
only rider to qualify for the final at 
every mile dirt track National. 

Now he has given Honda their first 
privateer road race win.

Metzeler tires 

I’m quite surprised at Mr. Alan 
Edwards’ letter concerning Metzeler 
tires in your May 22 issue. 

I’m not sure who his “experienced 
tire people” are, but I buy millions of 
dollars worth of tires each year. From 
my dealings with Bob Gregg and his 
staff at Metzeler, I have found them to 
be among the most conscientious in 
the industry in fulfilling their com- 
mitments. 

With the long lead times involved 
in bringing Metzelers into the U.S., 
plus normal production constraints, 
it is next to impossible to have 100% 
delivery on all tires. But of 17 new 
tires that were scheduled for produc- 
tion this year, Metzeler has delivered 
16 to us.

Edwards’ claim to “guinea pig” mar- 
keting. 

In fact, Metzeler goes out of their 
way to work with consumers and 
dealers. If Mr. Edwards had deigned 
to pick up his phone and called Met- 
zeler (they list their toll free 800 
number on their ads), he would have 
been advised, as I have been advised, 
as to scheduled production on any tire. 

I can emphasize with Mr. Edwards’ 
desire to have what he feels is the best 
tire available, but am appalled at his 
outlandish tirade, based as it is on 
unfounded allegations. 

Might I suggest Mr. Edwards, that 








when you call for a boycott, you 
should get the facts straight before 
you mount the barricades.

Trade pre-mix for lead 


I have been reading with great 
interest articles on the removal of 
lead in gasoline featured in Cycle 
News. You say that no additive what- 
soever can replace the lead content 
because of the extreme temperatures 
in a combustion chamber. 

For many, many moons I was in- 
volved in dirt bike riding and at the 
end of the day/weekend just prior to 
leaving for home, I would pour all 
the un-used pre-mix fuel into the 
van’s gas tank and have yet to have 
any problems with spark plugs or 
carbon buildup. Also I don’t believe 
that all of the oil in a pre-mix gas is 
lost because if somebody uses an 
over-rich mixture, say 20:1, oil is still 
present running out of a loose head 
pipe or at the end of the stinger. 

What I am saying is that perhaps 
there may be some good in adding a 
few ounces of 50w pre-mix per tank- 
ful in a car or truck and say l% ounces 
per motorcycle four-gallon tank.

Poovey holds on for 


Louisville HM win

LOUISVILLE, KY, JUNE 1 


The joy of victory almost became the agony 
of defeat for Terry Poovey as the Texan 
began celebrating his win in the Louisville 
National by standing up on the footpegs and 


waving his left fist in the air at 
the Louisville Downs crowd as 
he exited turn four on the final 
lap. What Poovey didn’t know, 
and was very, very surprised to learn, 
was that Ted Boody was much closer 
than he realized and by the time the 
two reached the finish line — Poovey. 
still celebrating and Boody squeezed 
down on the gas tank and throttle to 
the stop — the margin of victory in 
Poovey’s favor was no more than two 
feet. 

For Poovey the win was the ninth 
National victory of his career and the 
first this season under the Gardner/ 
Patrick Racing banner. Poovey, ona 
Harley-Davidson XR750, kept the 
Milwaukee brand's domination of 
the Kentucky half mile track going 
with the 18th win for the brand in 19 
years at Louisville. 

Boody, on the Doug Sterns’ Col- 
lege Bike Shop of Lansing, Michi- 
gan, Honda RS750, gave it all he had 
in an attempt to become the second 
Honda rider since Scott Pearson in 
1982 to win at Louisville. 

Tonight, Pearson came home a 
close third on the Circle Bell-spon- 
sored Honda in what turned out to be 
a two-part National. 

A spectacular accident involving 
Peter Hook, Chris Carr and Gary 
Scott on the 18th lap of the 20-lap 
National brought out the red flag 
and halted the racing for nearly 30 





minutes while those involved were 
attended to. Hook went to the hospi- 
tal with a cracked shoulder, while 
Scott went to the pits under his own 
power, but with a badly twisted 
machine. Carr shrugged off a lacer- 
ated left elbow to make the restart on 
a machine with the seat taped on and 
no clutch. 

The 20-lap National was restarted 
on the 17th lap, but under a new 
AMA rule a minimum of five laps 
must be run if a National is stopped. 
Poovey had to go 21 laps to get his 
win. 

Bubba Shobert continues to lead 
the Camel Pro Series point stand- 
ings, although his eighth place fin- 
ish added only seven points to his 
total. Boody vaulted into second — 
via his second place finish — with 91 
points to Shobert’s 109, while Doug 
Chandler, who didn’t advance to the 
National, remains in third with 82 
points. 

The cushion was back at Louis- 
ville, but after practice and time trials 
for 123 riders (73 Experts and 50 Jun- 
iors), the crushed limestone track was 
mainly a groove. Track prep through- 
out the night allowed adventurous 
riders torun up in the deep stuff fora 
few laps after each session. 


Qualifying 
Boody was the top man in quali- 


fying, but at 25.196 seconds was way 
off the 1981 track record of 22.263 set 











by Steve Eklund. Hook, Poovey, Tex 
Peel Racing’s Tom Maitland and 
Doug Chandler rounded out the top 
five. Tony Pitcock, at 26.707, was the 
48th and final qualifier in the 
program. 
Heats 

Boody led the first of the four heats, 
which would transfer the top three 
finishers directly to the National, into 
turn one and was still out front at the 
finish 10 laps later. Boody’s early lap 
competition came from Dan Ingram, 
who took the high line to second over 
Jon Cornwell and Lance Jones. 
Ingram, on the Sure-Fire Harley, had 
to battle Cornwell and Jones during 
mid-race before pulling out breathing 
room as Boody cruised in the lead. 
Jones and Cornwell traded third place 
twice in the final laps with Jones, on 
the Fargo Harley-Davidson, getting 
the final upper hand and the last 
transfer behind Boody and Ingram. 

Rod Farris used rooster tail-throw- 
ing high line to steal the lead away 
from Peter Hook in heat two with 
Honda’s Shobert holding a close third. 
The three held position through the 
first five laps with Farris pulling out 
some breathing room. In the final 
five laps, Farris moved to a comfort- 
able winning margin while Hook, 
on the Hal's Harley-Davidson-spon- 
sored, Brent Thompson-tuned XR 
found plenty of competition for 
second from the Pyramid Builders/ 
North Texas Harley-Davidson-spon- 
sored XR750 of Sammy Sweet. The 
two finished in that order behind 
winner Farris. Shobert, with a “bad 
choice of front tire,” slipped back to 
sixth. Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Racing’s Randy Goss was fourth after 
clawing his way through traffic. 

The third heat belonged to Poovey 
from start to finish. Harley-Davidson’s 
Scott Parker and Gardner/Griswold/ 
Board Racing’s Pete Hames diced 
over second while Jay Springsteen, 
on the other Harley team bike, was 
all over the track trying to finda style 
of riding to cope with the loss of his 
brake on the first lap. Poovey split for 
the win, while Hames got some breath- 
ing room in the final three laps after 
Parker had taken second and just as 
quickly lost it. Springsteen moved in 
and hounded Parker for third in a 
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great last lap dice that went in 
Parker’s favor by half a bike length. 
Parker is now riding equipment tuned 
by Springsteen’s former tuner Bill 
Werner after a mutually agreed upon 
split with Tex Peel due to contrac- 
tual problems. 

Maitland, used the same Tex Peel- 
prepared engine that Boody used to 
win last year’s Louisville National 
when Boody rode for Peel, flew to the 
win in heat four to post the fastest 
time of the heats and take the pole for 
the National. The battle for second in 
the last half of the race was the one to 
watch as Pearson had his hands full, 
holding off the challenges of Chris 
Carr and his R&B Harley-Davidson 
after Carr and Steve Morehead had a 
battle for fourth in the first five laps. 
Pearson held off Carr and gained 
some room in the final lap as Carr 
slipped slightly off the groove. Of 
note, was the eighth place finish and 
a transfer to the semi of Camel Pro 
Series Champion Ricky Graham. 
Graham, still on the mend from a 
broken left femur two months ago, 
was playing it safe. 

Semis 

By the end of the heats, a light rain 
was falling and the sky was pitch 
black. Reports of continuing bad 
weather put the program into a 
hurry-up mode. Shobert gathered in 
the one transfer to the National with 
a win in semi one after an early lap 
dice with cushion riding Don Estep. 
Cornwell came on to finish a closing 
second. 

Springsteen topped the second semi, 
but fought problems with a sticking 
throttle as well as having Morehead 
lurking behind for the entire dis- 
tance, with Gary Scott then moving 
in to make it interesting, but un- 
changed in the final two laps. 

Last Chance Qualifier 

There was a raging war between 
Gary Scott and Morehead in the LCQ 
over the one spot in the National 
remaining. The two bumped and 
banged each other in turns one/two 
and three/four and became the focus 
of attention as they traded the lead. 
Scott dove underneath Morehead 
entering turn three on lap eight, the 
two banged together once again, and 
Morehead was off the groove with 
Scott breaking free. Morehead coasted 
to a halt on the last lap and Scott 
went on to win. 

“Isaw Morehead on the side of the 
track and he shook a fist at me and I 
shook one at him,” said Scott. “I 
slowed to go back and see if he needed 
a ride to the pits and not to go back 
and fight as some people might think, 
As I went to turn around, Jimmy 
Filice hit my front wheel and went 
tumbling down the track. The acci- 
dent was my fault and unfortunate. I 
never did see Morehead because I 
hurried back to the pits to get ready 
for the National.” Filice was unin- 
jured. 


National 

The threat of bad weather con- 
tinued and the Juniors sat in the pits 
as the National was called to the line 
before the Junior portion of the 
program. 

“The track has changed a lot from 
my heat race,” said Boody before the 
start. “Now, the strategy is to stay on 
the black line and don’t made any 
mistakes because passing is a real 
chore. Just about any rider who gets 
the lead is going to be a problem, but 
if Poovey is out front we've really got 
our hands full.” 

“T’'m still taking it easy,” said Poo- 
vey. “My ribs still hurt, but things are 
better than at Springfield. Actually, 
my doctor didn’t want me to start 
racing until the Lima National (June 
29). The bike is the new one that Carl 
Patrick and the crew put together just

this week and it’s working really 
good.” 

Maitland chose his pole position 
right on the groove in the middle of 
the 8-7 rider two row start. The 
front row, with Ingram on the infield 
side, stretched across the track with 
Hook, Pearson, Maitland, Farris, 
Boody, Poovey and Hames on it. 

On the green light, it was Poovey 
and Maitland hooking up for the top 
two spots. Parker, who can’t resist 
trying the cushion, went up top to try 
and start something, but only suc- 
ceeded in losing a few spots and was 
ninth on lap three. Pearson, Boody 
and Hook, followed by Sweet, Sho- 
bert and Carr, ran behind the Poovey/ 
Maitland battle. 

Maitland tried his first hard move 
on Poovey on lap five and was 
rewarded with a slip off the groove 
which allowed Poovey to inch away. 
That was all Poovey needed. Boody, 
timing his move just right, passed 
Pearson as the two headed into turn 
one on lap seven for third. Pearson 
and Sweet followed, with Hook, Carr, 
Shobert and Parker in tow. Pearson 
and Boody traded places on the next 
lap, but it was Boody on top at the 
line. 

Carr, the only rookie Expert in the 
program and still in the learning 
phase with his Harley, tried a move 
on Hook and ended up losing four 
spots as he slipped off the groove 
heading out of turn one and struggled 
to gather it in. Meanwhile, Hames 
was inching his way forward, 
although still mired in the fight for 
seventh. 

The halfway flags saw Poovey gain 
some more ground on Maitland as 
Maitland slipped off the groove again. 
Boody held Pearson at bay while 
Sweet and Hook were debating fifth 
with Shobert leading a parade includ- 
ing Parker, Scott, Springsteen, Hames, 
Carr, Ingram and Farris. 

Poovey continued to put ground 
on the field as the 15th lap of the 20 
went into the books. Boody closed 
right on Maitland’s rear wheel and 
began looking for a way around as 
the two entered turn one and did the 
same in turn three. The turn three 
move was the key and Boody slipped 
by and into second. 

Hook began what looked like a 





slow motion slide toward the hay 
bales in turn one on lap 18, but he 
tried to save it and stayed on the gas 
which brought him down across the 
line of traffic in the middle of turns 
one/two. Carr and Scott saw him, 
tried to go low to avoid the bike and 
rider, but it was too late. Carr clipped 
the front end of the bike and Scott, 
with nowhere to go, hit Hook in the 
back and was catapulted over his 
handlebars. The race was red-flagged 
and brought to a halt. 

Quick work by the medical team 
on hand averted a potential tragedy 
as Hook was reportedly not breath- 
ing when they arrived on the scene. 

The National was restarted in single 
file fashion and Carr was at the back 
of the 13-rider line. Lance Jones, 
with no brakes, was in front of Carr 
but motioned for him to move ahead. 
It didn’t matter. Carr, without a 
clutch, had plenty of trouble getting 
rolling. 

Poovey was back out in front for a 
five-lap race to victory, but it was 
Maitland who held second in the 
opening lap by catching Boody asleep 
on the start. Maitland then slipped 
off the groove and Boody was quickly 
by with Pearson, Sweet and Hames in 
tow. The top five were set. Maitland 
had slipped to sixth and lost another 
position to Springsteen with another 
off-groove excursion in the turn two 
cushion. Parker slid down and was 
quickly up on the third of the five 
remaining laps. 

Poovey cast a backward glance at 
Boody on the back straight as they 
headed for the checkered flag. He was 
about 10 bikelengths up and thought 
he still held a safe margin as he began 
his almost premature victory celebra- 
tion from turn four. 

“I didn’t think Ted had closed the 
gap on me,” said Poovey. “I gota real 
surprise when I saw him inching up 
alongside me, but I just knew I had it 
won. It feels good and I know this is 
going to make my sponsor Charlie 
Gardner and engine builder Carl 
Patrick very happy. A lot of hard 
work goes into this program and now 
it’s paying off.” 

“Terry put his hand into the air 
coming off turn four like he had it 
won,” said Boody. “I didn’t think he 
did and when he saw me I don’t think

he was quite as sure as he had been. I 
know I shocked him when he saw 
how close I was. This is the most 
consistent I’ve been in years and it 
sure feels good. I'm excited about 
what we can do this year if things 
continue to go this well.” 

“I tried my best on the restart,” said 
Pearson. “Perhaps a change in gear- 
ing might have helped on the restart, 
but I still might not have been able to 
get around Boody or Poovey even if I 
could have caught. them.” 


Junior National 


The Junior portion of the program 
saw two familiar faces go to winner's 
circle as Brian Atherton won his 
sixth straight National on his Ron 
Wood Racing-sponsored Wood- 
Rotax, and series points leader Win- 
kie Freitas, on the Shoei/Knight- 
sponsored, Dave Bird-tuned Honda, 
finished second. Wade Camlin, rid- 
ing a Harley XR750 sponsored by his 
parents and Babe DeMay, took third. 

The outcome might have been dif- 
ferent if fast qualifier Rusty Rogers 
hadn’t had the engine on his Harley 
500R quit — with cam belt problems 
— four laps from the end while he 
held a strong lead. 

Rogers and Camlin got off to a 
strong start in the National with 
third position in a state of constant 
change behind them in the first three 
laps. By the halfway flags in the 12- 
lap race, Camlin had Atherton and 
Freitas for very close company. Ather- 
ton worked his way around Camlin 








on lap eight for second and was just 
as quickly in the lead when Rogers 
dropped out. Freitas took second after 
Camlin slipped off the groove on lap 
11. Atherton came home an easy 
winner. 

“I want to dedicate this win to 
Randy Turbett,”’ said Atherton in 
winner's circle. ‘He was a good racer 
and a strong competitor.” 

Turbett died late Tuesday of injur- 
ies sustained at Springfield the week 
before. His father, Milo, was at Louis- 
ville, working with fellow Junior 
racer Nicky Fontana who placed ninth 
in the National. °

Series: Round 5 


Lechien, Ward and 
Bailey scorch Six Flags

ATLANTA, GA, JUNE 2 


As temperatures were soaring into the upper 
90s, Honda’s Ron Lechien went about his 
business of scoring wins in both 125cc class 
motos at the 2nd Annual Six Flags Over 


Georgia National Motocross. 
Lechien and Kawasaki's Mark 
Barnett pushed past Suzuki's 
Erik Kehoe and grabbed the 


first two spots in moto one, then 
Lechien and Barnett warmed up to 
another repeat 1-2 show in the second 
moto. 

As the roller coasters in the “‘theme”’ 
park continued along their merry 
way, Lechien wheeled out of the 
park’s gates with the class point lead 
over former series leader Kehoe, 217 
to 194. Mt. Morris winner Kehoe 
nearly collapsed after moto one due 
to the extreme heat and didn’t ride 
moto two. 

Kawasaki's Jeff Ward was forced to 
take a back seat to Honda’s Johnny 
O’Mara in the opening moto of the 
250cc class, with O’Mara and Ward 
leading Honda’s Bob Hannah across 
the finish line. Ward came back 
stronger in moto two to best Hannah 
and O'Mara, and put the finishing 
touches on his fourth overall win of 
the series. Ward stretched his lead 
over Yamaha‘s Rick Johnson — the 
fourth overall finisher — to 25 points. 
Ward has 236 points to Johnson’s 
209. 

Honda’s David Bailey pulled 
another six points closer to 500cc div- 
ision point leader Broc Glover by 





posting a 1-1 score over the 2-2 of 
Glover, while Hi-Point-supported 
Yamaha rider Eric Eaton cooked toa 
3-3 score, which earned him third 
overall. At the halfway mark in the 
series, Yamaha's Glover has 229 points 
to defending series champ Bailey’s 
219. 

The Suzuki/Arthur Fulmer-spon- 
sored event, held within the confines 
of the amusement park, was watched 
by an estimated 6,000 spectators. For 
most competitors, the event was a 
true test of endurance due to a heat 
wave (the thermometer touched 97 
degrees), high humidity and a dusty 
course. 


500cc 

As the first moto of the afternoon 
left the line, Eric Eaton, with David 
Bailey and Broc Glover for company, 
headed the pack. Less than a half lap 
in, however, Bailey was clearly the 
leader with nemegis Glover running 
a close second. Eaton was knocked to 
third ahead of Bettencourt’s Honda 
of Bridgewater, Massachusetts, rider 
Jo Jo Keller, Gear Racewear’s Greg 
Zitterkopf, Honda Support rider Mike 
Fisher and Yamaha Support rider 
Mark Murphy. 

“I was feeling good out there,” said 
Bailey. “I tried not to waste my 
energy, and I could tell Broc didn’t 
seem to have a whole lot of aggres- 





sion. My strategy was to win but still 
save energy for moto two.” 

While the Bailey, Glover and Eaton 
held their respective positions for the 
duration, the three were anything but 
close. By the end of the seventh of 
what would turn out to be 16 laps, 
Bailey had stretched his lead to over 
10 seconds over Glover, while Eaton 
30 seconds behind Glover. 

There were a pair of riders on the 
move behind the front three after 
coming off the line mid-pack: Kawa- 
saki’s Billy Liles and Husqvarna’s 
Danny LaPorte. Liles, in his first ride 
back after surgery to correct a hernia 
condition, was up to fourth by the 
end of lap nine, with LaPorte pul- 
ling into fifth ahead of Zitterkopf, 
Yamaha Support rider Kevin Foley, 
Fisher, VP Fuels-backed Ron Dunfee 
and Hi-Point/Scott USA-backed 
Todd Harrell. 

At the finish, winner Bailey had 
nearly a one-minute, 30-second lead 
over Glover, with Eaton third ahead 
of Liles and LaPorte. Murphy ended 
his charge in sixth ahead of Dunfee, 
Foley, Harrell and Zitterkopf. 

Glover was off the line first in 
moto two, and it was Bailey who was 
forced to play follow-the-leader. “Broc 
jumped out there and probably said 
to himself, ‘I’m going to beat this 
guy,” said Bailey. “I knew I would 
have to make a charge — or lose.”’ 

By the end of lap five, Bailey was 
faced with a four-second deficit behind 
leader Glover, with Eaton again 
running a distant third, engaged in a 
battle with Larson Racing Enter- 
prises-backed Phil Larson. Murphy, 
Harrell and Fisher followed the lead 
trio, with LaPorte picking his way 
toward the front. 

Heading into lap seven, Glover 
still maintained a four- to five-second 
advantage over Bailey, while Eaton 
found himself in a battle over third 
with LaPorte after Larson had 
dropped out. Murphy held fifth ahead 
of Harrell and Fisher. 

On lap nine, Bailey finally got his 
chance to catch Glover. “I started to 
shave Broc’s lead,” said Bailey, “and 
he may have had some trouble with 
lapped riders. I pulled right up behind 
him, and it seemed like he almost was 
going to let me by — he was makinga 








lot of little mistakes. I got ahead, then 
put ona little exhibition for a couple 
of laps.” 

Glover immediately dropped a few 
seconds behind Bailey, while Eaton 
was still in a tussle with LaPorte. “I 
could see Bailey and Glover getting 
away,” said LaPorte. “They really go 
for it right off the start. I managed to 
get ahead of Eaton and pulled out 
about three seconds on him. I decided 
there was no way I'd be able to catch 
the leaders, so I stopped fora glass of 
water, Eaton passed me back, but I 
couldn't quite get him again before 
the finish.” 

With two laps left, Glover found 
the energy to close the gap. “I was 
cruising for a few laps,” said Bailey, 
“and Broc began to close in. He tried 
to pass and almost made it stick a 
couple of times. I got away from him 
(and won) but let me tell you, it was 
tough and hot. I was tired by the 
end.” 

After Bailey and Glover at the fin- 
ish came Eaton, LaPorte, Murphy, 
Dunfee, Harrell and Liles. ‘“Those 
guys (Bailey and Glover) go so fast in 
the early laps,” said Harrell who fin- 
ished the day in eighth overall, “and 
don’t seem to back off. I have to get in 
better shape if I want to stay with 
them all the way.” 


125cc 


The start of the first moto belonged 
to Erik Kehoe, but only after he nar- 
rowly escaped a crash. “I came off the 
line about third,” said Kehoe, “but as 
we came into the left-hand sweeper, 
I knocked the left side of the bars 
against one rider, then at about the 
same time knocked the right side 
against someone else; the two knocks 
sort of balanced each other. 

After the first full lap, Kehoe had a 
two-second cushion over Ron 
Lechien, with Moto-X Fox-backed 
Ricky Ryan third ahead of Mark 
Barnett and Suzuki’s Bobby Moore. 
By the end of lap five, Yamaha’s 
Keith Bowen had worked his way 
into third ahead of Barnett, while 
Lechien was moving in in leader 
Kehoe. 

“Kehoe was going good,” said 
Lechien, “and the track was soft in 
some spots in hard in others. When 
you got back into the trees, the going 
was pretty slow and it was really 
humid. I waited him out, and he 
finally made a mistake and I passed 
him (on lap eight of the 16-lap moto). 
I pulled ahead and rode my own race 
from there.” 

Bowen made his move to pass 
Kehoe on lap nine, but it was not to 
be. “I was coming down a hill,” said 
Bowen, “and the engine seized just as 
I got alongside Kehoe. That was it for 
me.” 

In the remaining laps, Barnett 
worked his was around Kehoe to net 
second, but Barnett finished nearly 
20 seconds behind winner Lechien, 
followed by Kehoe, Suzuki's George 
Holland, Ryan and Kawasaki rider 
Mike Beier. Team Green’s Eddie 
Warren took seventh after getting 
tangled in a pile-up on the start and 
coming out in last place. 

“I tried to win the race in the early 
laps,” said Kehoe, ‘‘and I wore myself 
out.” Approximately 10 minutes after 
the finish, Kehoe began to vomit and 
was put in an ambulance. According 
to team manager Pat Alexander, 
Kehoe was dehydrated, but was treated 
at the track and soon recovered. Alex- 
ander didn’t allow Kehoe to ride the 
final moto. 

Tragedy struck near the middle of 
the moto when a spectator was 
reportedly hit by Mark Crozier. The 
spectator was hospitalized in serious 
but guarded condition. Crozier later 
crashed in a separate incident and 
was treated for a broken ankle. 

Lechien was at the head of the

action shortly into moto two. “A lot 
of the riders overshot the first corner,” 
said Lechien, “and I stuck to the 
inside and was leading from that 
point on.’’ Barnett followed 
in second ahead of Warren, Holland, 
Ryan and Bowen. 

By the end of lap five, Bowen was 
knocking on the rear fender of third- 
place Warren, then motored around. 
“I wasn’t really too worried about 
Keith passing me,” said Warren. “I 
was pacing myself and just looking 
for a good finish. I was happy to be in 
fourth.” 

Winner Lechien maintained a six- 
to seven-second advantage over 
second-place finisher Barnett nearly 
all the way, with Bowen, Warren, 
Holland and Ryan coming in for 
third through sixth — the same spots 
they held from lap six on. Honda 
Support rider Guy Cooper, Beier, 
Suzuki rider Clay Hoenshell and 
Suzuki’s A.J. Whiting rounded out 
the top 10. 

“Barnett picked up the pace about 
four laps from the end,” said Lechien, 
“but I also picked it up and kept my 
distance. I’m pretty happy to have the 
point lead back.” 

“I’m pleased with my ride,” said 
Barnett, who missed the Mt. Morris 
race due to a knee injury. “I wore a 
knee brace to keep my left knee from 
overextending, and didn’t have any 
problems.” 


250cc 


As the gate fell for the first moto, 
the pack thundered off without 
defending champion Rick Johnson. 
“The motor wouldn't start up,” said 
Johnson, “and we think it was a 
problem with the lower unit in the 
ignition. It was just a freak thing that 
happened once to Keith Bowen. When 
that happens, you can’t kick start it 
but you can bump start.” With the 
aid of tuner Cliff Lett, the bike was 
pulled away from the line and pushed 
until it fired. By that time, leader 
Johnny O'Mara and the rest of the 








pack had already exited the first 
corner; Johnson entered the course in 
last. 

O'Mara cooked to a four-second 
margin over Suzuki's Scott Burnworth, 
Yamaha Support rider Danny Stor- 
beck, Jeff Ward and Bob Hannah 
through the first three laps. 

“Johnny was able to cruise the first 
six or seven laps by himself,” said 
Ward, “and I had to really work to get 
around Burnworth and Storbeck and 
into second. I was having problems 
with dust; it just seemed to hang 
there.” 

As the race entered lap eight, 
O'Mara had a three-second edge on 
Ward, .while Hannah was a strong 
third over Burnworth, Myerscough 
Racing’s Brian Myerscough, Kawa- 
saki’s Goat Breker and Storbeck. By 
lap 11, Johnson’s charge through the 
pack had carried him all the way into 
sixth behind Myerscough. 

During the final two of the 16 laps, 
Johnson wedged his way past Myers- 
cough, and at the finish the order was 
O'Mara, Ward, Hannah, Burnworth, 
Johnson, Myerscough, Breker, Stor- 
beck, Hannah Racing Products’ Jeff 
Hicks and Yamaha Support rider 
Jim Holley. 

Johnson broke away clean in the 
second moto, but a half lap later 
found himself on the ground. “The 
back end washed out,” said Johnson. 
“and I went down. We used the 
wrong rear tire; it was hard to pick 
the right one since the track was real 
hard in places while it was very soft 
in others.” 

The lead fell into the lap of Stor- 
beck, but only for a half lap; first 
Hannah, then Ward, stormed past, 
and Storbeck was third ahead of 
Burnworth, Myerscough, O’Mara and 
Husky’s Micky Dymond. Johnson 
fell back to mid-pack. 

On lap three, Burnworth crashed 
and retired for the day. “He had the 
wind knocked out of him,” said team 
manager Pat Alexander. ‘‘He wasn’t 
injured in the fall.” That made the

order Hannah, Ward, Storbeck, 
O’Mara and Myerscough, then 
O’Mara pulled up behind Storbeck 
on lap five and went around into 
third. 

The top four remained constant 
through lap 12, with Ward keeping a 
three- to four-second distance behind 
Hannah. “I didn’t really try to catch 
Hannah in the early laps,” said Ward, 
“but just rode at a pace I knew I could 
hold all the way. He rode out hard in 
the first laps, and I thought he might 
wear down — and he did a little bit. I 
closed in (on lap 13) and he fell. I 
passed him, and I knew that in this 
heat when a guy falls, that’s it.” 

Ward pressed on for the win over 
Hannah, while O’Mara stole third. 
Johnson maneuvered his way into 
fourth in the final laps and finished 
there ahead of Dymond, Storbeck, 
Hicks and Holley. 

“This was much hotter than the 
Las Vegas race,” said Ward. “There 
was no air down in the trees. Still, I’m 
happy and feel really confident with 
my point lead.” 

“I got a good feeling leading the 
first moto,” said O’Mara, “and I just 
wanted to do it again in the second 
moto but it just didn’t work. Icouldn’t 
get into the pace I needed.” e

Five in a row for 
John DeSoto

MAUNA KEA, HI, MAY 25-26 


“Believe it or not, this is my fifth-straight 
overall win, and the more times I do it, the 
better it gets,” said 37-year-old, former Inter- 
Am Motocross Champion and native Ha- 


waiian, John DeSoto. After two 
days and 167.8 miles on the 
Island of Hawaii aboard a 1984 
250WR Husqvarna, DeSoto and 


Kawasaki KDX200 rider Steve Zoll, 
from Hilo, tied at seven points each, 
but DeSoto won the tie-breaker check 
by less than a minute to capture the 
overall. “It really feels good to win,” 


_ said DeSoto, “because the older I get, 


the harder I have to work.” Third 
overall and first in the 25fcc-Open 
class went to Husqvarna rider 
Charles Judd, who lost 13 points. 
Zoll took the 0-200cc class win, while 
the Outrigger Canoe Club took home 
the first-place trophy in the team 
competition. Rubber Ducky Racing 
Team finished second ahead of the 
South Shore Riders Team. 

Not too many people on the main- 
land are familiar with the Mauna Kea 
200, but in Hawaii it is one of the 
largest and most prestigious off-road 
motorcycling events of the year. The 
first race took place in 19786 and was 
called the Bicentennial 200; since 
then, it has become more and more 
popular, at times drawing over 90 
riders, including off-road’s jack-of- 
all-trades, Malcolm Smith. This year’s 
race was slightly down in rider atten- 
dance, because, according to the Rock 
Island Motorcycle Club who puts on 





the race, the event had to be cancelled 
last year when Mount Kilauea erupted, 
covering much of the course with lava. 

Day one was the toughest of the 
two, starting at 7:01 in the morn- 
ing at the eastern tip of the island of 
Hawaii (The Big Island), a place 
called Kapoho Cinder Cones (sea 
level). From there, the trail headed 
west and ended 113 miles later at the 
base of Mauna Kea volcano where 
riders had their bikes impounded and 
spent the night at Mauna Kea State 
Park. The next day, the first riders 
left the start at 9:01 a.m. and circled 
the volcano, a ride which lasted two 
hours and 22 minutes, covering 54.6 
miles while reaching an altitude of 
10,000 feet. The first day had eight 
checks (two known), and three the 
second (two unknown, one known). 

DeSoto, who had recently been 
crowned Tandem Surfing Champion, 
left Saturday morning on minute 
nine and proceeded to zero the first 
five checks, while Zoll lost three at 
the second and third checks. “I was 
heading down Paradise Park,” said 
Zoll, ‘‘and there were some surveyor 
ribbons, so we stopped to go down 
that trail, but the actual trail kept 
going straight. I lost a minute at the 
following check, then I got stuck 
behind slower riders and lost two 
points at the next check.” 





When the riders came to lunch (a 
one hour break for food, gas, etc.) 
DeSoto had a three point advantage 
over Charlie Dawrs. After lunch, rid- 
ers headed into very dense rain forests 
where the hardest section of the two- 
day event waited. It was called the 
Log Trail, but it wasn’t logs that 
made things so difficult — it was 
slick mud, mud holes and very nar- 
row trails that took its toll. It was 
approximately four miles long with 
a four mph speed average, and most 
riders couldn't maintain that speed. 
Riders with early numbers really had 
the advantage here, because they were 
forming deep ruts and making the 
mud holes almost impassable for rid- 
ers mid-pack on back. “Ooh man,” 
groaned DeSoto, “that section was 
really tough, butit was okay. I thought 
it was a little unfair for the riders in 
the back, but that is just part of the 
ride. I had to wait for a couple of 
riders who were stuck in this one 
muddy hill; I was yelling at Charlie 
(Dawrs), ‘Come on, Charlie, you can 
do it,’ while he was trying to get up 
and out of the mud. After about five 
minutes I yelled to him, ‘okay, Char- 
lie, pick itup and carry itout’ (laugh- 
ter). After I got by, I had to ride real 
crazy to get back on time again. 
When I got out of the forest I was on 
time and zeroed the next check.” 

“Luckily I was able to pass a bunch 
of the slow riders right at the begin- 
ning,” said Zoll. “It was just a matter 
of pushing yourself through the mud; 
you can’t once you stop. I came out of 
there really early, because I didn’t get 
stuck like everybody else did. Still, it 
took a lot out of me.” 

Eventually, the track master rerout- 
ed the trail around some of the im- 
passable sections. Many riders either 
didn't make it through the section, or 
packed it in as soon as they got out. 

The riders who lasted through the 
Log Trail were rewarded with about 
10 miles of asphalt afterwards, then 
were routed back on to dirt trails that 
started climbing up Mauna Loa vol- 
cano where there was one more tough 
section left — the Lava Trail. It was

very rough and lasted for many miles. 
DeSoto lost one point here; Zoll lost 
two. “The Log Trail took a lot out of 
me, and when we hit the last trail I 
was tired and couldn’t get around 
slower riders quick enough,” said Zoll. 

“That Lava Trail was a real hum- 
dinger,” said DeSoto. “That slowed 
down a lot of people, so I caught up. 
Yet I got to the check a minute late.” 

At the end of day one, DeSoto lost 
three points, Zoll five, Judd eight, 
Husqvarna rider Walter Guild and 
Kawasaki rider Brant Ackerman 10, 
and Dawrs and Galen Miyamoto 11. 

The second day had one 23 mph 
speed average, making it an all-out 
go-for-it day for most riders. DeSoto 
came into the first check two minutes 
early, and questioned the placement 
of the check. “All the time, my odo- 
meter was perfect and I was running 
a little bit behind time in the begin- 
ning, so I tried to catch up and pass a 
couple of riders. I was looking at my 
time and I was just going to slow 
down 10 seconds before my minute 
that I should arrive, and I pulled 
around, there it was. I thought, ‘Oh 
man,’ it got me. I just went, ‘You 
guys in the right place?’ That’s the 
first thing ya ask, ‘Hey, you guys are 
wrong!” (laughter). 

At the end of the second day, DeSoto 
lost four points, and Zoll two, equal- 
ling a tie at seven. Check eight on day 
one was the tie-breaker — DeSoto 
won it by a few seconds. 

“T hada lot of close calls,” said Zoll 
regarding day two, “but I never fell 
down. Overshooting turns was the 
problem, because there was a lot of 
downhills, gravelly sections that were 
really easy to lock up the brakes and 
go down over the edge — once you do 
that, it’s all over!” 

David Amorin, riding a Kawasaki 
KDX200 on minute one and a member 
of the South Shore Riders, had an 
encounter with a mule and crashed 
on the last day. Both he and the mule 
survived unhurt. 

At the trophy presentation Sun- 
day, DeSoto gave his first-place class 
trophy to his sponsor Sandy Brodie, 
and when accepting his overall tro- 
phy, DeSoto said, “It’s too bad after 
two days and 167 miles there has to be 
one winner. Both Steve and I rode a 
great race and tied in points, so there 
are really two Mauna Kea Cham- 
pions, not one.” e

Riding the Mauna Kea 200 enduro

Timekeeping in f 


When I heard about the Mauna Kea 200 two- 
day enduro, I knew this was something I just 
had to do. What could be better than riding 
200 miles through trophical rain forests, 


over lava beds along the coast- 
line, through sugar cane fields 
and up and around dormant 
and active volcanos? I sure can’t 
think of anything. 

My assigned number was 2B, so I'd 
start on the second row with two 
other riders on my minute, John 
Taylor (2A) and Tom Leighton (2C); 
both are native Hawaiians. We started 
at 7:02 a.m. Saturday at the extreme 
eastern tip of the island, less than a 
mile from the coast, in a place called 
Kapoho. The ground here consistes 
of deep cinder, and is black in color 
with the same consistency as sand but 
a little coarser. All around this area 
are cinder cones which can best be 
described as miniature volcanos made 
out of black cinder. The first obstacle 
of the day was a trail that took us up 
to the top of the largest cinder cone 
then right along the edge of its crater. 
If you lost momentum you would dig 
the rear tire into the deep and soft 
cinder and tumble into the crater — it 
would take all day to get the bike out. 

Heading back down the backside 
of the volcano, we came across a near- 
vertical downhill that was fairly long. 
I rode up to the edge, and the ground 
just gave away underneath my Kawa- 
saki’s wheels; I just sunk in and rode 
it all the way to the bottom. After 
about a mile of riding around the 
cinder cones, we were routed to an 
asphalt road for a couple of more 
miles until we reached fairly smooth 
dirt roads that took us toa black lava 
section along the coastline. There, 
we had to ride over a rolling, billowy 
type of lava called pahoehoe (pro- 
nounced “‘pa-hoy-hoy’’), which pro- 
vided excellent traction but was mur- 
der on knobby tires. The lava is pretty 
tough to ride over because there are 
many wide cracks and small drop offs 
to contend with — a trials bike would 
be the hot setup here. After about 15 
minutes of this, I found myself work- 
ing up quite a sweat trying hard to 
keep up with the local riders. 

Eventually we made our way back 
into the dense palm trees further 
inward from the coastline where we 
came across the first check, which I 
zeroed. I thought, alright, this is going 
to be fun! 

Soon after that, we were back on 
the pahoehoe with the ocean waves 
crashing against the lava at our sides, 
but this lava section was tougher and 
longer than the first, and I was really 
getting tired quickly, losing time, 
once again, to the locals. Not a mo- 
ment too soon, we were back on wide 
dirt roads winding through trees, 
mudholes and lava rocks which were 
everywhere. By this time I was back 
on my minute and enjoying the beau- 
tiful scenery. For the next seven miles, 
we motored through sugar cane fields 
until we came across the second check. 
I zeroed it and kept thinking, this is 
great! Little did I know what laid 
ahead, for me. 

A few more miles later, and we 
were in the Waikia Forest Reserve on 
the Powerline Trail. We zig-zagged 





through very dense trees and shrub- 
bery, and the trail was only about a 
foot wide, so the bushes and branches 
hung over in front of us. John was 
only a few feet in front of me but I 
could barely see him; it was impossi- 
ble to pass through here. I couldn't 
get enough of this section, but I 
almost did, because it went on, and 
on, and on, and... 


Then we entered the Glenwood 
Forest Reserve — the rain forest! Aah, 
this is what I was waiting for! It was 
so beautiful in there I couldn't believe 
it. And I couldn't believe I was riding 
through it on a motorcycle — legally! 
The dirt was damp, dark and rich, 
everything was vividly green with 
vines and ferns hanging and growing 
everywhere. It was beautiful and, best 
of all I was on time — the ultimate. I 
was in paradise. 

Trying to absorb all the scenery, I 
had a hard time concentrating on the 
trail and my odometer, which, by the 
way, had stopped working when it 
got wet soon after entering the rain 
forest. Then things really took a turn 
for the worse at the first emergency gas 
stop when I spilled gas all over my 
goggles, rendering them useless. I 
knew this would be a problem with 
all the branches and vines hanging 
over the trail, but I had no choice but 
to continue. Since my timekeeping 
devices had stopped working, I had 
to keep close tabs on John, who was a 
few yards ahead of me. 


About five miles deeper into the 
rain forest, I had another bad en- 
counter when a large branch caught 
my carburetor, pulled it out of the 
intake manifold and tore the fuel line 
off the carb. Once again, I was satu- 
rated with gas and I had to drag my 
KDX off the trail and fix the carb. By 
the time I got going again, about 10 
riders had passed me and I had to get 
on the gas to catch up. I was pretty 
tired by now, and all I wanted to do 
was catch back up to John and his 
clock. 


I was zipping through the rain 


forest, which seemed to go on for 
hours. Then I came across a water 
hole and my bike drowned out. About 
10 kicks later it fired to life and I was 
on my way again. I had a few close 
calls after that, but otherwise I had no 
problems. Thinking I was way be- 
hind, I came around a turn, saw a 
couple of guys up ahead stopped and 
waiting for their minute, then I saw 
John sitting there looking at his 
watch. As soon as I got to him, we 
took off, rounded a couple of more 
turns and zeroed the check — I was 
jazzed! 

After 10 more miles of tight and 
twisty trails through more dense 
shrubbery, I finally got to lunch 
where I gassed up, ate some food and 
rested — I was beat and exhausted! 
But I couldn’t worry about that be- 
cause there was 65 more miles to go. 

Back on the trail and feeling a little 
refreshed, John and I got on the gas 
and were surprised by an early check- 
point. We burned it, then we decided 
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Riding the Mauna Kea 200 Enduro in Hawaii is one of the ultimate off-road 
experiences. Watch out for the local riders, though, they are good! 





to stay out in front because we knew 
the next section was a tough one. 
Here is where we entered the Log 
Trail; we knew it when we saw this 
huge log hanging about a foot off the 
ground, and laying across our path. 
We stared at it for a few seconds then 
John popped the clutch on his Honda 
XR200, almost looping it, but suc- 
cessfully clearing the log. I couldn't 
believe it, and I don’t think he could 
either. I tried the same trick — it 
didn’t work. The front wheel barely 
cleared the log and the bike was dang- 
ling in the air. I got off, picked up the 
back end and threw it over. By this 
time, John was long gone and I was 
now exhausted again. 

Now deep in the rain forest, the 
trail started getting muddier and 
slicker as my-knobbies got packed 
with mud, turning into slicks, mak- 
ing forward progress very difficult. 
Then came... the hill. It was hard 
enough to move on level ground let 
alone climb a hill! By this time I had 
just caught up to John at the base of 
the hill; he went first and barely made 
it to the top. I got about halfway up 
and lost momentum while my rear 
tire sat there spinning. I hopped off 
the bike to push it up, but the rear 
sprocket hit a rock and derailed the 
chain. Bummer! I pulled the bike off 
to the side of the trail and tried to get 
the chain back on, but the rear wheel 
was packed with mud, making things 
very difficult. 

Riders soon began gathering at the 
bottom of the hill, waiting for their 
turn. One by one, they tried to get to 
the top — some made it, some didn’t. 
Since there wasn’t much air circulat- 
ing at the bottom of the rain forest, 
my eyes began stinging and my lungs 





started hurting from all the exhaust 
fumes the bikes were creating. As 
each rider made his attempt, I was 
getting roosted severely, and I stopped 
having fun a long time ago. 

Finally, I got the chain back on the 
rear sprocket and muscled my way to 
the top. I was so exhausted I had to 
stop and rest, take a drink of water 
and a few deep breaths of fresh air. 
From all the riders that had passed 
me, a one-line foot-deep groove 
formed in the muddy, very slick trail, 
and I had to paddle with my legs to 
keep from falling over for the next 
four miles. After the race, one rider 
said to me, “I would’ve given any- 
thing to keep both my feet on the 
footpegs for 30 seconds!” I agreed. 

Along the trail, there were mud- 
holes that swallowed bikes, but I 
managed to keep pushing forward at 
a snail’s pace. I understood now why 
this section had a 4.0 mph speed 
average for an hour, I had to stop and 
rest along the way a couple of times, 
thinking, this has to end soon. But it 
kept going, and going. This is only 
an island, I prayed, no trail can last 
this long. But it did. 

I could hear bikes up ahead with 
their engines revved out like chain 
saws, stuck in more mudholes, and 
all I knew was that I would have to go 
through them, too. My upper lip 
curled. Then I came to a mudhole 
that had claimed one rider’s bike; he 
was too exhausted to pull his bike 
out, and I was too exhausted to help 
him. He crawled off to the side of the 
mudhole to rest, while I tried scrap- 
ing mud out of my rear wheel — it 
was packed solid with mud.

Arnet 


sweeps Pros

TIJUANA, BC, MEXICO, MAY 25-26 


Editor Ed Arnet came close to making a clean 
sweep of the Pro. classes at the California 
Motosport Club’s first Otay Pro-Am Chal- 
lenge Motocross, near Tijuana. The for- 


mer Yamaha support rider 
switched off between three bikes 
— a Honda CR125, a Yamaha 
YZ250, and a Kawasaki KX500 


— toclaim five out of six motos for the 
day. Only a run-in with Ian FitzGib- 
bon (Yam) in the second 250cc Pro 
round put a damper on Arnet’s south- 
of-the-border adventure, giving 
the single moto win to Don Turk 
(Hon), who placed second overall in 
the class. ? 

The Otay Pro-Am was the creation 
of a joint effort between CMC and the 
Baja, California Department of Tour- 
ism, which provided track and logisti- 
cal support for the event. The track 
itself was carved out of a small canyon 





located near the campus of the Univer- 
sity of Baja California, Mexico and the 
Tijuana airport. Layout was on the 
tight side, and track width was narrow, 
but passing was possible. The starting 
area was a long, fifth-gear screamer, 
ending in an abrupt left-hander which 
sent riders down a short straight, then 
into a tight-right-hander, before filter- 
ing them down into the canyon. There, 
track surfaces varied from hard-pack, 
to powder, to slick mud where too 
much watering had been done, com- 
bined with several jumps and a super- 
cross-style section of whoops. 

The first 250cc Pro moto saw the 
first of two starting line duels between 
Arnet and Turk. Turk took the lead, 
with Husqvarna’s Charles Halcomb 
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Pete Murray gave Arnet some fierce competition in the Open Pro class 
ending up taking second overall on his GM500 M-Star. 





second, Rick Atkins (Suz) third, and 
FitzGibbon, Pete Murray (M-S), and 
Arnet flying in tight formation. By the 
end of the first lap, Turk was still hold- 
ing the point position, with Chris 
Shaw (Yam) by his elbow and Hal- 
comb not far behind. A few turns later, 
FitzGibbon displaced Halcomb, 
who would eventually drift out of con- 
tention by the end of the moto. 

By lap three Arnet had made his way 
up through the traffic jam to snatch 
lead the away from Turk. The Honda 
rider saw Arnet move on to build a lead 
of about two seconds. As the moto 
wore on, Arnet had already picked up 
the pace and began using lapped riders 
to keep distance between himself and 
Turk, who was beginning to feel heat 
from FitzGibbon, At the three-quarter 
mark, Turk and FitzGibbon were en- 
gaged in a dogfight over second, with 
FitzGibbon making repeated pass at- 
tempts only to have Turk cut him off 
or out-gas him. FitzGibbon finally 
made a move that stuck on the back 
side of the track to steal second, which 
he maintained to the finish. By the 
time the checkered flag had come out, 
Arnet was in command with a sub- 
stantial lead, completing the moto ata 
fairly-relaxed pace. FitzGibbon finished 
about eight seconds back, with Turk 
third. 

The start of the second moto was a 
push-and-shove match between Arnet 
and Turk as the two riders collided and 
almost locked bars in the first turn. For 
a few moments it looked like both rid- 
ers were destined for a major soil sam- 
ple, but Arnet and Turk managed to 
straighten themselves out. In the con- 
fusion, however, FitzGibbon and Mur- 
ray slipped by to hold the top two posi- 
tions, while Turk and Arnet began 
seriously roosting their way back to the 
front. 

But things didn't seem to pan out 
for either Turk or Arnet as they made 
their way around the track. Then, as he 
crested a short, steep jump, FitzGib- 
bon suddenly lost momentum and 
control, letting Murray, Atkins and 
Turk by. As FitzGibbon slipped back 
down the jump, Arnet plowed into 
him and, not surprisingly, both riders 
went down big-time. Now Arnet was 
way back and had 10 laps in which to 
save the overall, or lose it instead. Once 
underway again, Arnet rode wide-open 
in a do-or-die effort to catch up with 
Turk. But reclaiming the lost ground 
was difficult, and at the end of the 
moto Arnet could do no better than 
second, with FitzGibbon following in 
third. Turk had won handily, and his 
3-1 score placed him second overall. 





FitzGibbon was third overall with a 
2-3, while Arnet’s 1-2 was good for first 
and top cash. 


Arnet had a slightly easier job cut 
out for him as he rode a Honda in the 
125cc Pros, going on to claim the over- 
all over John Conney (Kaw) and Craig 
White (Suz). Arnet scrambles for the 
lead in the first moto, after disposing 
of Conney and White, then cruising on 
for the win. The second moto was an 
exact duplicate, with Arnet winning 
the overall over Conney and White. 

By the time the final Open Pro moto 
rolled around, Arnet was on his third 
make of bike and his sixth moto, mak- 
ing him pretty tired. Earlier in the day, 
the first round saw Arnet take an easy 
win over M-Star pilot Pete Murray and 
Dave Foltz (Hon). 

But the second moto was different; 
Arnet had to earn it. Arnet got off toa 
slow start, with Murray out in front 
followed by Foltz. The remainder of 
the moto was spent as Arnet picked off 
riders in front of him, clearing the way 
for a shot at Murray. At the four-lap 
point in the moto, Arnet slowly gained 
on Murray and spent the next lap or 
two looking for weaknesses in Mur- 
ray's defenses. In the couple of laps 
that followed, Arnet almost passed 
Murray, but then got passed back. 
Then, as he tailed Murray over a small 
jump, Arnet got the better of his rival 
to finally capture the lead. From that 
point onward, Arnet started building 
up distance to comfortably cruise to 
his fifth moto win and third overall of 
the day. e

CINCINNATI, OH, MAY 18-19 


Californian Terry Vance and his VHR/U.S. 
Suzuki GS1150 topped Pro Stock and set 
quickest E.T. of the meet at the IDBA Sun- 
shine Nationals at Edgewater Sports Park. In 


Top Fuel, Sam Wills and Elmer 
Trett brought the fans to their 
feet with the fastest heads-up 


run in IDBA drag racing history. 


Wills and Trett, the number one 
and two qualifiers, respectively pulled 
to the staging area and the grand- 
stands suddenly became a mass of 
standing people. They rumbled 
through their burnouts and Trett 
staged first as Wills edged to the line. 
The lights on the Christmas Tree 
went to amber, then green and the 
two were gone. Trett’s Cosworth Pis- 
tons-sponsored Kawasaki broke the 
rear tire loose right off the line, but 
the smoke disappeared at about the 
500-foot mark. Wills’ Naff Racing 
Kawasaki hazed the rear tire at about 
the 600-foot mark. 

Wills got the win light and all eyes 
turned to the tower above his lane as 
the numbers came up: 7.50 seconds at 
196.93 miles per hour. A cheer went 
up and then the eyes turned to Trett’s 
scoreboard which showed 7.58 seconds 
at 199.11 and pandemonium broke 
loose. 

Wills and Trett split record mak- 


Wills dropping the E.T. to 7.264 
seconds while Trett upped his own 
top speed record to 199.11 mph from 
a previous 197.36. 

The first order of business at Edge- 
water was unfinished business from 
the Gulfport Spring Nationals and 
the running of the Funny Bike final 
from there between George Bryce and 
Bo O'Brochta. Bryce laid down a 7.74/ 
158.45 to start off his weekend to the 





losing O’Brochta effort of. 7.899/ 
170.77. 

Bryce made only one run on his 
Star Cycle Suzuki turbo gasser in 
Funny Bike qualifying, but it was a 
7.633 run good for the top spot in the 
field and then he parked the bike. 
Bryce worked his way to the final 
with a win over Bernard King in 
round one while Charles Israel, on a 
Bryce-sponsored mount, struck grem- 
lins and Bryce was on his way to the 
final. 

Bill Timmons, on the Timmons 
Cycle Kawasaki, earned his ticket to 
the final with a win over the broken 
machine of Mark Miller and a 7.93/ 
169.81 pass past Squeaks O’Connor. 

Timmons had his worst pass, an 
8.06/168.85, against Bryce in the final 
while Bryce was cooking up a 7.608, 
176.12 to take home the money. 

Only 0.54 seconds separated top 
Pro Stock qualifier Vance from Ralph 
Pitlock, the 16th and last rider in the 
field. Vance’s 8.290 pass in qualify- 
ing stood as the quickest of the meet, 
but he didn’t need to dip that low to 
come away with another win in the 
final. Vance sorted his way through 
the field turning runs at 8.41, 8.40 
and 8.35 for his place in the final. 

Dave Schultz, on the Dave's Car- 
buretor Service Kawasaki, slowed 
down some as he worked his way to 
the final via a win over Russ Nyberg, 
a solo when John Mafaro broke, and 
a strong ride past Randy Mason in 
the semi. 

Vance, on the VHR Racing/U.:S. 
Suzuki-sponsored Suzuki, dusted 
Schultz in the final with an 8.399/ 
157.06 run to a losing 8:865/153,06. 5 





Cajun Pro Stock win 


to Vance

Terry Vance and Mike Keyte staged another 
pair of their Pro Stock final confrontations 
with Vance the winner via a shutdown 9.384 
second, 122.98 mph pass after Keyte red- 


lighted on the start. However, 


the numbers don’t tell the entire ` 


story. The setting was the 
NHRA Cajun Nationals, which 


hosted the Pro Stock bikes as a part of 
their car racing program at State 
Capitol Dragway. 

Vance, aboard the U.S. Suzuki, 
Vance & Hines Racing, Accel-spon- 
sored Suzuki came to Baton Rouge 
dialed in and ready to run as evi- 
denced by the three 8.30-second range 
passes he made during eliminations 
and his strong number one qualifying 
position. 

In round one, Vance laid down an 
8.40/157.50 and parked his bike todo 
color commentary in the tower for 
the second round, The number two 
qualifier was Keyte with his fastest 
pass of the weekend, an 8.506/154.85. 
Dave Schultz gathered the number 
three spot with his new 1400cc Vance 
& Hines-built Kawasaki. The 8.508 
156.84 that Schultz turned was a bit 
off his 8.37 best at Gainesville. 

The next two qualifiers — Barry 
Kogut and Randy Mason — were also 
using large-displacement Kawasakis 
to battle the quickness of the new 
Suzukis. They were able to run an 
8.512/153.38 and an 8.575/151.87, 
respectively. Kogut’s bike is another 
Vance & Hines creation, while 
Mason’s is a homegrown engine that 
Larry Cook does the heads for. 

Because of the IDBA’s new weight 
breaks this year (the NHRA Pro Stock 
races use the IDBA rule book) which 
allow the Kawasakis to run about 30 
pounds lighter, many of the bikes are 
running a full .10 quicker than last 
year. The rule change was done to 
offset some of the advantages of 
Suzuki’s 16-valve head which is much 
more able to deliver power all through 
the powerband as compared to Kawa- 
saki's eight-valve arrangement. The 





large displacement Kawasakis are now 
able to deliver usable midrange power 
without being anchored down by last 
year’s additional weight. 

As with most drag racing, the first 
round usually sees the seven fast guys 
eliminate the seven not-as-fast guys. 
This held true except for Kogut and 
Steve Miles. Kogut has been running 
very quick lately aboard his Regency 
Kawasaki, while Miles, who can run 
very fast, has been having trouble 
keeping the transmission within the 
confines of the cases or getting it to 
shift gears in numeric order. This 
time Miles’ bike decided it would 
shift from first to second when it felt 
like it, which just happened to be 
about two feet out of the gate — that 
is how you get an 8.882 out of an 8.30s 
machine and still turn a 154.37. 

Mark Macintosh of M&M Racing, 
the bike’s tuner said, “The whole 
transmission is brand new. There's 
not one old part in it, but it still shifts 
early.” Enter Byron Hines, who came 
over and laid next to the bike for 10 
minutes peering up into the trans- 
mission. After Hines noticed what- 
ever a tuner like Byron can notice, the 
transmission was completely disas- 
sembled and reassembled — all in 
seclusion. When the bike was rolled 
back out there was considerably more 
smiling going on as though the prob- 
lem had truly been rectified. 

Well, to Kogut’s dismay, it had. 
The two rolled to the line. When the 
lights came down, Miles was out first 
and at eight feet was still in first gear, 
but spinning the rear tire. This 
allowed Kogut to inch up. Then, as 
things would have it, Kogut’s bike 
lost spark for a split second and Miles 
rolled to the win. Miles turned an 
8.555/155.97 to Kogut’s 8.858/ 155.22. 

Round two gave Vance a bye run 
on which he turned an 8.332/ 157.39.

Bertram leads 
Husky sweep

TILLAMOOK, OR, MAY 26 


Husqvarna teamster Dave Bertram broke 
Kawasaki’s Jeff Fredette’s two National win 
streak by winning the 100 mile Oregon 
National enduro in very rugged Oregon 


coastal terrain near the town of 
Tillamook. Bertram led a three 
rider Husqvarna sweep of the 


grueling National event, drop- 
ping only two points in the process. 

Points leader Terry Cunningham 
had an excellent day only losing one 
point. Cunningham lost time in an 
uphill section that many riders will 
not soon forget. Cunningham, like 
the other AA riders, had a miserable 
time with the uphill and lost points 
due to a bottleneck of A and B riders 
unleashed some 20 minutes ahead. 
The race was well promoted by Lobo’s 
M.C. of Portland, Oregon and was 
well liked by the majority of the rid- 
ers, including Bertram, Cunningham 
and Northern California teammate 
Jeff Irwin, one of two Husqvarna 
members riding water-cooled XCs. 
Irwin finished third ahead of Fredette 
and like all AA riders said the course 
was too easy in some areas but very 
rugged in the other portions of the 
100 mile course. The course did take 
its toll on many bikes and riders with 
such areas as the West Fork of the 
North Fork river crossing, which was 
lined by slimy rocks and fallen debris 
that made things tricky for all but the 
AA riders and a few A riders. 

A light thundershower Saturday 
night moistened the thickly wooded 
mountainous turf and made things 
quite tractionable when afternoon 
sunshine dried it to perfection. Both 
Irwin and Cunningham disliked the 
low morning clouds that hung over 
the mountains and made for a slick 
ride. Cunningham commented, “Even 
with good tires on my 500AE it was 
still easy to get sideways.” 

All the AA riders zeroed check one 
except William Perkins (Hus 500 AE). 
Perkins went on to have a miserable 





second checkpoint score dropping 
several points in the process by being 
bottlenecked with the A and B riders 
that started as much as 20 minutes 
ahead. Bertram had nothing good to 
say about the second checkpoint, 
dropping his only two points in the 
section, as did teammates Cunning- 
ham, Irwin, Kevin Hines and Fritz 
Kadlec. Kadlec dropped eight points 
and lost out in the chaotic uphill, 
and like many of his AA teammates, 
“Used the A and B riders machinery 
for tracion.” 

Fredette had his problems on his 
Kawasaki-supported KDX200, in- 
cluding coming into the first check 
some 30 seconds ahead of time. Fre- 
dette gave it all it had to lock-’em-up 
and slide, arriving three seconds early 
to lose a point and go on to lose four 
in the second check after arriving 
four minutes late trying to get around 
the first bottleneck, some 16 miles 
from the start. Fredette went on to 
zero the remaining checks and rode 
magnificently as did the surprise of 
the day, Duke Lambert, Lambert (Hus 
250) dropped only five points in the 
event to win the 250cc A class and 
finished amidst the AA riders in the 
overalls. The tiebreaker separated 
Lambert from Hines and Fredette, 
who won the position by mere sec- 
onds, and after winning the two pre- 
vious Nationals was looking for a 
consistent top five finish on his Sierra 
Dist./ Jones/ Kawasaki/ Hallman ride 
and is getting additional support 
from Kawasaki in the way of gas 
expenses. 

Bertram zeroed the remaining seven 
checks and the Rodeo, Californian’s 
win came of no surprise to anyone, 
including teammates Cunningham 
and Irwin and stated, “The course 
had quite a few good spots,” but 
wasn't enthused with all the rocky 
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logging roads claiming, “It could 
have well been a 30 mph average,” 
while many of the A and B riders 
would have liked very much to have 
it an 18 mph average rather than the 
allotted 24 mph. 

The event was run in the infamous 
Tillamook Burns area of the Tilla- 
mook National Forest which is very 
grueling terrain. The forest burned 
from outside of Portland to the coast 
in the 1930s but has grown back well 
and last was host to AMA Enduro 
Regionals in 1981 and 1983. Three 
weeks ago, there was five feet of snow 
in some areas, according to club 
members, which made for a course 
alteration, and Fredette added that 
another tough section would be nice, 
“I would have hated to have been a B 
rider, some of the downhills were 
downright scary.” 


Many riders had problems with 
check number six but from there on 
in it was pretty much fair sailing. 
Check nine was the final checkpoint 
before the finish and was conveniently 
hidden on a horrendous downhill 
section, which along with the Ripple 
Creek section was densely wooded 
and lined with gnarly rocks and very 
narrow trails. At one point of the 
downhill, the trail was only 16 inches 
wide and crested a 400 foot creek-lined 
drop-off. AA riders Irwin and Cun- 
ningham rode down the hill in close 
formation and rode the section with 
ease. From check nine, the riders had 
5.4 miles of breath-taking downhills 
to contend with and high speed log- 
ging road back to Jones Creek Park 
where the riders would finish. ISDE 
rider Barrett Brown was on hand at 
the final checkpoint and was disap- 
pointed at not being able to ride due 
to not getting his factory backed M- 
Star ready. He thought the traction 
was perfect as did Irwin, who rode the 
final 40 miles without much clutch. 

Irwin also lost the use of his speed- 
ometer and used the “Braille meth- 
od.” Irwin had praise for much of the 
course but agreed with Bertram that 
there were far too many easy checks. 

Cunningham would have liked to 
pad his points lead with a win, he 
had a good time and rode well com- 
menting, “What they had was good, 
but not enough of the rough stuff. 
The bottleneck screwed us up (AA 
riders) and I went three, being on 
time until the bottleneck took us out. 
Bertram won the checks that counted 
and deserved to win.” 

Cunningham won both emergency 
checks and finished second behind 
Bertram in the overall. The Open A 
class was won by a very smooth, con- 
sistent ride from Joe Nielson (Hus). 
Nielson dropped 10 points to finish 
eighth overall behind 250cc A winner 
Lamert, Kadlec, and ahead of Dan 
Logan (Yam). Logan won out in a 
tiebreaker with Dan Harte (Hus 500) 
by six seconds, while Suzuki rider 
Chuck Steahy rode to 11th. e

The semis found Vance against 
customer and friend Mafaro. “Pizza 
John” came out first, but his lead was 
gobbled up immediately by Vance 
who rolled to the win at 8.395/157.61 
to put Mafaro on the trailer. 

Keyte and his Superbike Mike 
Engineering Suzuki were out next 
against Miles. Keyte’s bike was begin- 
ning to puff smoke as he did his burn- 
out. “A cylinder went bad at Cincin- 
nati last weekend,” explained Keyte. 

Well, the leak down on that cylinder 
was nota factor as Miles beat himself 
with a red light. Keyte’s reaction time 
was a .480 for his 8.576/154.16 run. 

Miles said, “I wanted to stage 
second. I was looking at the wheel 
and when I thought I was pre-staged 
I looked up at the lights to find I had 
staged. As I began to back out, Mike 
slipped in and staged and when the 
lights came down I was in a fix.” 

It was Vance and Keyte in the final. 
Everyone was anticipating an 8.20 
pass from Vance. He had lane choice 
and took the seemingly quicker left 
lane. As Keyte started his Suzuki his 
problems really became evident. It 
was puffing smoke badly and looked 
like it was burning something more 
akin to coal than gasoline. Keyte 
knew he had to get out first if he 
wanted to have any chance at all since 
the lack of power in one cylinder 
could have put him away against 
someone of similar power while 
against Vance and his 8.30s things 
looked bleak. 

The two staged and the lights came 
down. Keyte was off the line first, but 
red-lighted away any chances. Vance 
came off the line hard, but got out of 
shape and began drifting to the right | 
and almost crossed the center line. He 
backed off the throttle and coasted to 
the win. Keyte’s losing time was an 
8.565/154.58. 

Next up was Schultz against Gator- 
national winner Pizza John Mafaro 
on his P.J. Performance/Law/Vance 
& Hines-backed Suzuki. When the lights 
came down, Mafaro had the holeshot 
of the weekend with a .419 reaction 
time. He carried the lead until the 
bike short-shifted from second to third 
and fell off the power-band. Justas it 
looked like Schultz would blow by 
Mafaro, Schultz’s ignition went away. 
Mafaro was on the power and gone. 

Mason's Kawasaki seized the engine 
on Saturday during his second quali- 
fying pass. The engine worked fine 
in Sunday’s first round. Keyte in 
round two; came off the line first 
with Mason edging up slightly before 
appearing to fall off the pace. The 
motor had seized again and Keyte was 
in, while Mason was turned into a 
spectator. 

Miles ran Joe Folgore next and; 
coming off his defeat of Kogut, was 
more anxious to get to the line to see 
if the bike’s transmission was going 
to work again rather than thinking 
about who he was running. Folgore, 
was on a new Suzuki GS1150ES which 
he is still dialing in. The lights came 
down, Miles’ transmission shifted 
when he shifted it, and Folgore was 
on the trailer — 8.538/155.01 to 8.750 
146.77. e

Cycle Tech wins 
St. Louis Thriller

FAIRMOUNT CITY, IL, MAY 25 


Cycle Tech Racing, with David Aldana and 
Joey Osowski at the controls won the WERA 
Six-Hour hosted by the Midwest Cafe Racing 
Association at the new St. Louis International 


Raceway. Osowski was called 
in only a few days earlier to 
replace Wes Cooley who is hos- 
pitalized from his crash at Sears 
Point the week before. Cycle Tech’s 
winning margin over second place 


Team Hammer was only seven sec- 
onds after 507.5 miles of racing on the 
2.5-mile track. Speed Boys, on their

manding lead, followed by Aldana 
on Cycle Tech's specially-prepared 
Suzuki GSXR750. Northridge Rac- 
ing positioned their Yamaha FJ1100 
in third, with Team Indy and the 
North Shore Yamaha/Honda entry 
in close pursuit. Paulk stretched out 
a huge lead over Aldana-in the early 
stages of the race. Team Indy’s Kurt 
Eisman pushed the Honda 750 Inter- 
ceptor and went wheel-to-wheel with 
Northridge Racing’s Ralph Johns- 
ton Jr. The Indy entry later dropped 
back. 

Quester-Sullivan’s Mike Harlow 
and North Shore’s Gary Gibson 
battled in the first hour, with Quester 
returning to the Suzuki GS1100 which 
they contested the series on last year. 
By the end of the first hour, leader 
Hammer, Cycle Tech and Northridge 
all were on lap 34. The Fast Boys 
from Illinois (Team FBI), with Boonie 
Knott and Chuck McCabe riding, 
stood alone in fourth with 33 laps. 
The teams in fifth through 15th place 
were packed in at 32 laps, with Speed 
Boys leading that group. 

Attrition was the story in the second 
hour. Rising Sun Racing crashed. 
while braking for the first corner, 
with the rider laying in the middle of 
the track at the end of the straight. 
Quick work by the corner personnel, 
combined with quick reaction by 
some riders, averted a catastrophe. 

A few minutes later, Dave Schlosser 
lost control of the Hammer machine 
and went down, while at about the 
same time the Quester-Sullivan entry 
crashed. Schlosser was able to re-enter 
the course and get the bike back to the 
pits for minor repairs. Quester’s 
Suzuki had the ignition unit ripped 
off the side of the motor, ending their 
day. Hammer’s repair time in the pits 
cost them the lead; both Cycle Tech 
and Northridge got by Hammer before 
the second hour. 

By the halfway mark, Cycle Tech 
led with 101 laps. One lap down was 
Northridge Racing followed by Team 
Hammer, Speed Boys and Cycle Speed 
Racing aboard their Yamaha RZ350. 
Northridge and Cycle Tech swapped 
the lead back and forth for the next 
hour anda half, then a crash sidelined 
Northridge. 

Schlosser never seemed to be able 
to get the Hammer bike down to con- 
sistently quick times, although he 
did go faster than former Hammer 





rider Osowski. Schlosser said, “The 
combination of a new bike and new 
track got me off to a bad start. I just 
couldn't get into a smooth rhythm 
today, but I feel I'll be ready for next 
week’s race at Summit Point.” 

With only one hour remaining, 
Paulk hopped off the Hammer 
machine and handed the bike to 
Schlosser after turning one minute, 
39 second laps, which moved Hammer 
ahead of Cycle Tech into the lead. 

Aldana took the Cycle Tech reins 
from Osowski and began pulling 
away from Schlosser. Schlosser was 
called in after 15 minutes and Paulk 
entered the course about 50 seconds 
behind Aldana. The question was 
not only whether Paulk could make 
up the deficit, but if Cycle Tech’s 
Suzuki could make it to the finish on 
their remaining fuel supply. 

The excitement intensified as Paulk 
Slowly whittled away at Aldana’s 
lead. Aldana was getting pit board 
signals from team captain Bill Fos- 
ter, and knew Paulk was gaining on 
him. 

With only two minutes showing 
on the track clock, Paulk could see 
Aldana ahead on the straight. Paulk 
made a valiant final lap push to catch 
Aldana, but finished seven seconds 
short. 

An exhausted but happy Aldana 
said, “I kept looking at the pit board, 
seeing that Paulk was gaining and 
wishing that six o'clock would hurry 
up and come.” Aldana thanked Arai, 
Fox and Cycle Tech for supporting 
the winning effort. 

Speedboys took third behind 
Hammer, and captain Larry Burk- 
holder seemed very pleased. “I think 
we held our own today against very 
excellent competition, and we're still 
in a good position in the standings.” 

Kurt Hall’s Risque Racing put on 
a fine performance, taking fourth 
overall and a first in the Medium- 
weight Production class on their 
Greenrose Honda 500 Interceptor. 
Rounding out the top five with 
another solid ride was Solmax Rac- 
ing, keeping them in contention. ©

Vreeke is 


unchallenged

ROSAMOND, CA, MAY 26 


Jim Vreeke bolted an 18-inch wheel on the 
front of his Yamaha FZ750 and rode to an 
uncontested victory in the ND-sponsored 
third race of the AFM/Kerker West Coast 


Superbike Series. Vreeke cred- 
ited the 18-inch front wheel 
with a handling improvement 
that made his victory possible. 


Champion Moriwaki USA’s Walt 
Nitto and Seaweed Kawasaki’s Earl 
Roloff, both on Kawasakis, finished 
second and third. 


Missing from the starting grid was 
Starfire Racing’s Todd Brubaker, who 
crashed his VF750F Superbike in 
practice and missed the race. Brubaker 
was not injured in the crash. 

As Vreeke told it before the race, he 
hadn’t been able to ride his Yamaha 
as hard as he would have liked because 
the 16-inch front wheel “feels like it 
wants to push, pushes to the outside 
of the turns.” With a low-profile 
slick mounted on the front wheel, the 
tendency was too much to deal with, 
he said. 

So Vreeke bolted on the 18-inch 
front wheel from his 1984 Kawasaki 
Superbike, and said that the change 
made the steering much better. The 
improvement showed in his lap times 
during practice on Saturday, the day 
before the race: Vreeke reached | 
minute, 31-second lap times. 

With strong winds blowing for 





Sunday’s race, Vreeke ran consistent 
1:32 and 1:33 laps to win, steadily 
pulling away from Roloff and Nit- 
to’s battle for second place. Nitto led 
Roloff, then Roloff passed Nitto. 
The difference in the handling of the 
two Kawasakis was readily apparent 
to observers. Roloff’s GPz750, which 
weighed in at 481 pounds at the AMA 
Pro-Am last month, is complete with 
starter motor and stock wheels and 
brakes. “It’s not the most stable bike, 
in the world,” Roloff said of the 
machine, which he refers to as being 
“a tuna boat.” And Dunlop tire tech- 
nicians diagnosed Roloff’s handling 
problems as stemming from his use 
of slicks on the relatively-narrow stock 
rims. 

But no matter what the cause, 
Roloff spent most of his time fight- 
ing with the wobbling Kawasaki, 
struggling with elbows out and han- 
dlebars wiggling back and forth in 
sections where Nitto’s bike ran 
straight and true. The handling prob- 
lems were most apparent entering 
downhill left-hander turn five, but 
handling problems or not, nobody 
could accuse Roloff of backing off 
the throttle. 

Roloff’s second-place lasted until 
the last lap, when Nitto repassed him 
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osa won the Honda Interceptor race, becoming the third winner in three 
(1), Gale (170) and winner Toland (251). 





and crossed the finish line ahead. 
Nitto made his pass exiting turn 
nine, the last corner; Roloff had ear- 
lier passed Nitto in turn two, a huge 
uphill sweeper. 

Roloff won Open Stock Produc- 
tion and Open Modified Production 
on‘his Ninja 900, and was credited 
with winning 600 Modified Produc- 
tion on his Ninja 600R after Doug 
Toland withdraw his entry because 
he hadn't taken the time to remove a 
header from his FJ600 before the start 
of that race; Toland used his header- 
equipped FJ600 to win 600cc Super- 
street, then bolted the stock pipes 
back on to win 600cc Stock Produc- 
tion. In both races Toland was un- 
challenged, and his fastest lap for the 
day was 1:35.9. 

None of that is unusual. What was 
unusual was a mass protest of 
Toland’s bike by most of the other 
riders in the 600cc Stock Production 
race, the ringleaders being second- 
place Nitto and third-place Nigel 
Gale. As Toland’s bike was torn 
down, Nitto several times referred to 
what would happen to Toland “when 
we find out how you've been cheat- 
ing.” (The AFM rulebook provides 
for loss of points for the year.) But as 
the teardown progressed, tech inspec- 
tor Carl Nagy and Gale’s mechanic, 
Bill Fennessey, couldn’t find anything 
wrong. Nitto, undeterred, wanted the 
bike’s electronic ignition black box 
torn apart. Toland declined to attempt 
to dismantle the electronic control 
box, but instead offered to trade black 
boxes with Nitto; Nitto refused. 

When the top-end showed no sign 
of illegal modification, the lower end 
of Toland’s engine was confiscated 
for teardown later in the week. 

When the crankcases were split 
and examined, no modifications could 
be found. “As far as I could tell, every- 
thing is legal,” Fennessey said after- 
wards. “And both Doug and Jim 
(Labine, Toland’s mechanic) handled 
themselves like gentlemen.” 

The results of the teardown left 
Nitto and Gale facing the possibility 
that Toland’s lap times and wins 
come as the result of his skill as a 
rider. 

James Stephans won the F-2 race 
on the Phil Schilling-tuned Spondon 
Rotax, unchallenged. John Glover, 
who won the 1984 Pro-Am F-2 race at 
Willow, didn’t start because his Barry 
Elliot TZ250 Yamaha’s Spondon 
aluminum frame cracked in practice. 
“We got our use out of it,” said 
Glover. “I figure we got our money’s 
worth.” 

The fastest man of the day at Willow 
was Rich Oliver on the Kosman Spe- 
cialties 1235cc Kawasaki Superbike. 
Oliver turned 1:30 laps despite the 
raging winds, and won both the 





Open Superstreet and Open GP races. 
After winning the Superstreet race — 
ahead of Jeff Stern’s 1100cc GS1000 
Suzuki and Denny Doherty’s Kawa- 
saki — Oliver removed the Super- 
street-rules-required alternator and 
did those 1:30s in the Open GP race. 
In that race, Glover came from behind 
on the Eurocycle Fior-concept-framed 
Kawasaki to finish second in class, 
ahead of Doherty; but the race was 
run combined with F-1, which was 
won by Vreeke and his Superbike, 
second overall between Oliver and 
Glover. 

Steve Reynosa won the Honda 500 
Interceptor Challenge race, the third 
winner in three races. Early leader 
Whitney Blakeslee jumped out front 
off the start, but eventually finished 
seventh. As Blakeslee told it later, he 
downshifted once (instead of twice) 
entering turn one on one lap, bogged 
the engine, lost concentration, made 
a few other errors, and found himself 
being passed by a huge group of rid- 
ers. Once out front, Reynosa was 
never caught or passed; Joe Solis fin- 
ished second with Gale third. 

Paul Van Zuyle and his John Las- 
sak-tuned RZ350 won the RZ Cup 
again, beating Malcolm Hill. The 
race was combined with F-2, and Van 
Zuyle finished third overall. He also 
came from the second wave to finish 
second overall in the 600cc and 450cc 
Superstreet combined race, behind 
only 600cc winner Toland. e

Round 4 


Spencer wins twice 


in Italy

MUGELLO, ITALY, MAY 26 


When Rothmans Honda’s Freddie Spencer 
decided to go after both the 250 and 500cc 
World Championship titles, it was only a 
matter of time before he would become the 


first road racer since Finland’s 
World Champion Jarno Saa- 
rinen won both classes in the 
same day at Austria's Salzburg 
in May of 1973, to do the double. At 
the 63rd Gran Premio delle Nazioni 
(Grand Prix of Italy) his time had 
come. Spencer, on Erv Kanemoto- 
prepared works bikes, won the 500cc 
GP by nine seconds over Marlboro 
Yamaha’s World Champion Eddie 
Lawson with Rothman Honda Bri- 
tain’s Wayne Gardner third and Roth- 
man Honda’s Randy Mamola fourth. 





Then, atter a victory lap in a car, 
came from nine seconds back to pass 
Venemotos Yamaha’s Carlos Lavado 
at the two-thirds mark of the 250cc 
GP and win with a three-second 
cushion. Rothman Honda Italy’s 
Fausto Ricci was third. 

The win in the 250cc race put him 
into the World Championship points 
lead with 44 to Marlboro Honda’s 
Anton Mang’s 38, while the 500cc 
win solidified his lead, 54 to 47 over 
Lawson. 

Finishing behind Mamola in the 


500cc race was_last week’s winner

Sonauto Gauloises’ Christian Sarron 
with Ron Haslam sixth and Ameri- 
can Mike Baldwin the first privateer 
in eleventh after a troublesome week- 
end. 

From the beginning of the first 
timed qualifying session two things 
were apparent: One was that Spencer’s 
Honda NSR500 was clearly the fas- 
test machine and, two, tire choice, 
especially the front, would be a de- 
termining factor in lasting the race. 

The 3.25 mile, 14-turn serpentine 
Mugello track was brutal to those 
down on power. Spencer was clocked 
at 172.97 miles-per-hour at the end of 
the front straightaway with Sarron’s 
Yamaha OW-81 second fastest at 
169.05. Lawson was five mph behind 
Spencer at 167.78, with Rothman 
Honda's Takazumi Katayama hav- 
ing the fastest of the three-cylinder 
NS500s, clocking 167.36. Ninth on 
the speed chart at 165.71 was Mamola. 

“Freddie’s bike has so much 
torque,” Mamola explained. “I'll get 
behind him in a corner and I'll be 
right behind him and coming out 
he'll just pull away. I gear my bike so 
I can draft and pull out and pass the 
Yamahas. Some guys just gear theirs 
to draft.” 

Among those victimized by front 
end woes were Lawson, Gardner, 
Roche, Katayama, and Baldwin. All 
but Lawson went down. He managed 
to save his slide, but came far enough 
off the seat to break a chunk out of the 
Kel Carruthers-prepared Yamaha's 
windscreen. 

Roche fell in front of Lawson in 
the second session, after turning in 
the second fastest time of the day, 
badly skinning the toes on his right 
foot. 

“I just missed him,” Lawson said. 
“Tt was in the first right up the hill in 
the back (Arrabiata 1). He went in 
high and he was going too fast. He 
tried to bring it back in and pulled 
the front end under. He'd been draft- 
ing me and the lap before was his fast 
one.” 

At first, Roche decided not to race, 
but later changed his mind. 

Baldwin was forced to use a differ- 
ent front tire on his Bruce Maus- 
prepared Honda than he would have 
liked because of a shortage at 


Michelin. 





“They don’t make enough tires,” 
Baldwin said. “The front end washed 
out in the slow left-hander and I’m 
getting tired of tearing up my equip- 
ment.” 

The second session on Friday turned 
out to be the fastest for several riders, 
including Spencer, who gained the 
pole position by shattering his former 
lap record of 2 minutes, 2.81 seconds 
with a 2:01.48, averaging 96.586 mph. 

“Friday was better for us because 
the track wasn’t as slick as today. We 
were trying some different stuff today 
and I think we'll do OK as long as it 
doesn’t rain. I don't like getting wet,” 
said Spencer. 

Lawson's progress was steady, im- 
proving to a best of 2:02.11 in the 
final session, good for the middle of 
the front row. 

“I know I can go quicker tomor- 
row,” Lawson began. “I wanted to be 
consistent out there. I think tomor- 
row I'll push more at the end than at 
the beginning. Freddie likes to push 
hard at the beginning.” With Spencer 
holding acommanding top end edge, 
Lawson was asked how he expected 
to win. “Good consistent hard rid- 
ing. The plan is to not let them get 
too far ahead of me so I can make a 
move at the end. And I'll make a con- 
servative tire choice, probably a little 
harder than Freddie’s.”’ 

Next to Lawson on the front row 
was Sarron, with Gardner on the out- 
side after having crashed his number 
one machine. 

Haslam got the holeshot with 
Spencer second ahead of Mamola, 
Sarron, the Skoal Bandit Suzuki of 
Rob MeEInea, Gardner, Elf Johnson's 
Didier de Radigues, and Lawson. 

“It starts OK,” Lawson said of his 
works Yamaha, “‘but it won’t clean 
out. It takes till second gear to clean 
out. I lost five seconds right there, 
then I tried to clear out. The first turn 
was crazy. A bunch of these guys that 
qualify in the back go in over their 
heads then get on the brakes.” 

Lawson's progression was steady 
and on the fourth lap he passed Sar- 
ron for second behind Spencer. As the 
past and present World Champions 
began a racelong duel of their own, a 
second one started with Haslam, Sar- 
ron, Mamola, and Gardner riding as 
a quartet and swapping positions all 
over the track. Haslam was the first to 
drop back and as it became a trio, 
Sarron’s horsepower advantage be- 
came obvious to the three-cylinder 
Honda riders. 

Spencer was cruising out front. 
His lap times were similar to Law- 
son’s in the 2:03.5 range, with his fast 
lap of the race being a 2:02.22 on the 
fifth lap. The advantage he held over 
Lawson was a consistent five to seven 
seconds which he seemed to be able to 
hold, or stretch, at will. 

“After a few laps the tires just 


started to spin. Everybody's do that,” 


said Spencer. “I just wanted to keep 
that distance over Eddie. It was very 
warm and I wanted to have a little tire 
left to use at the end if I needed it. The 
track was so hot and greasy that we 
were going a second slower than in 
qualifying.” 

Lawson appeared to be closing 
when he turned his fast lap, a 2:02.77, 
on the tenth of 27 laps. Two laps 
later, though, the interval was back 
to over seven seconds. 

“I didn’t really havea tire problem. 
I don’t know what to say,” Lawson 
offered. “I didn’t get close enough to 
see how much more top end he had 
than me. We got the heating problem 
cured: it ran about 65 (degrees centi- 
grade). The back end came around a 
bit, but not that bad. Some (lapped) 
guys in front of me got the blue flag 
to move over, but they didn’t move.” 

As Spencer and Lawson made their 
own race, Gardner was taking com- 
mand of the race for third. He took

the third spot on the ninth and 13th 
laps, then seized it for good on lap 17, 
a full 30 seconds behind Lawson. 

“Randy and I were having a big 
dice and he pointed back that ‘Here 
comes Christian.’ I tried to get going 
and apparently they almost hit and 
had their big moment together. I 
don’t like these last lap dashes so I 
was happy to have some room,” 
Gardner said. 


“Randy just passed me before the 
braking point in the first chicane,” 
Sarron began. “I was braking later 
and later. He took the inside quickly 
and I had to go even farther inside. 
The only place my suspension didn’t 
matter was in the braking so I could 
brake later.” | 

The order of the top 10 changed 
very little in the last seven laps with 
Sarron losing the battle for fourth to 
Mamola on the 24th lap and Roche 
winning the battle for seventh on the 
25th lap. Given that Roche could 
barely walk after his qualifying crash, 
it was a surprisingly good perform- 
ance. And as he said, “It’s four 
points.” 

The winning margin was 9.24 
seconds for Spencer after he averaged 
94.77 mph for the 88-mile race. Law- 
son had almost a 40-second cushion 
on Gardner who in turn had seven on 
Mamola. For Lawson it was another 
three points lost to a machine that 
was clearly inferior to his in the sea- 
son opener in South Africa, but which 
has been constantly updated. 


“I think they (Yamaha) know they 
have to get some miles-per-hour out 
of it to make it competitive. Maybe 
Japan will come up with something. 
It doesn’t put you in the right frame 
of mind to know your bike's slower 
than their’s. I just want to be equal,” 
Lawson said after the race. 

“Tt gives us a little relief,” Spencer 
said. “All the guys have worked really 
hard on both the 250 and 500. We had 
some trouble at South Africa, then we 














tested in Yugoslavia and we've had 
the bike working better ever since. It 
all depends on how hard you work.” 

The hardest working rider in the 
“second” race was Gardner. “This is 
my first year on a factory team and 
my second third place this year. I won 
the race of the three-cylinders.”’ 

The first three-cylinder privateer, 
Baldwin on the RS500, was content 
with his finish after a hectic weekend. 
“In the morning practice on Friday I 
blew a fork seal and gradually lost all 
of the oil. We got that cured and that 
fixed the front end chattering prob- 
lem. But since I wasn’t able to get 
through the turns as well, I was 
undergeared for the race. Their bikes 
rev to about 11,700-11,800 and mine 
only goes to 11,000. We had the tire we 
wanted on the front, but not the rear. 
I was dicing with Didier and McEI- 
nea and there were some others in a 
pack. I followed them until there 
were five laps to go then I knew that I 
could split,” said Baldwin. 

Following the victory lap and the 
champagne podium celebration, 
Spencer was back in the saddle, this 
time on his Honda RS250RW, second 
on the grid to fast qualifier Martin 
Wimmer and just ahead of former 
250cc World Champion Lavado. Fil- 
ling out the front row were Fausto 
Ricci and August Auinger on the 
WMB. Spencer held the pole with a 
2:04.96 until the final session when 
Wimmer suddenly found over a second 
and a half to take the top spot with a 
2:04.60, averaging 94.17 mph. 

“Freddie's bike is going almost 143 
on the straight and mine is about 
three miles-per-hour slower,” 
Wimmer said. “At the moment we 
have only one good engine, although 
we don’t know why one is faster than 
the other. So the first three sessions I 
was concentrating more on the engine 
than riding and in the fourth session 
I concentrated 100% on a fast time 
and did a 4.6. I only did one 4.6 but 
I had about four or five laps that

would have put me on the pole. No 
one expects anything of me, even 
after last week, so it’s fun to race.” 

Wimmer claimed to have used the 
same tires over the last two sessions, 
but several of the other 250cc riders 
believed he was using a special quali- 
fying tire good for only about four or 
five laps. 

Whatever Wimmer did, it was 
meaningless because he fried his 
clutch off the start, ending his day 
and place on top of the point stand- 
ings. Lavado got the holeshot with 
Ricci second, Mang third and Roland 
Freymond fourth on his Yamaha. 
Spencer’s bike was reluctant to light 
and he was away mid-pack. 

“We had a really high first gear 
and you don’t crack the throttle the 
way you do with the 500. I wasn’t sure 
how quick I'd catch Carlos once I got 
out of the pack. I got a “Minus 9” on 
the third lap and was catching him at 
about a half a second a lap, but I was 
afraid of tire problems. I thought I'd 
catch him about halfway,” said 
Spencer. 

First he had to get past Ricci, 
which he did on the eighth of 22 laps. 
Mang and Loris Reggiani, on the 
Aprilia, were debating fourth along 
with Freymond and Jacques Cornu 
on the Pariessiene until he dropped 
off the pace. Lavado was turning mid 
2:06 lap times and at the halfway 
point still held a lead of nearly three 
seconds on Spencer. Although Spencer 
closed, Lavado’s Yamaha was clearly 
a match for the works Honda on top 
speed and for three laps Spencer 
probed, but couldn't pass. The move 
came on the 15th lap. 

“He got on the throttle and the 
back end came around a bit and I 
went by him,” said Spencer. “This 
track is not the easiest to get around. 
Like I said before, it’s kind of monot- 
onous because you're always leaned 
over and going back and forth.”’ 

Once alone in the front, Spencer 
pulled a slight lead with Lavado 
waiting for the mistake that never 
came tore-take the lead. At the check- 
ered flag, Spencer’s 2.79 second mar- 
gin translated toalmost a quarter of a 
mile victory with third-placed Riccia 
mile behind Lavado. Reggiani made 
it Italy 3-4, bringing in the Aprilia 
just out of the winner’s circle and just 
ahead of Mang. Freymond was sixth. 

Spencer’s second win of the day 
sent the statisticians scurrying for the 
record books. At the Isle of Man TT 
in 1976, when it still held World 
Championship status, Tommy Her- 








ron won both the 250 and 500cc GPs, 
although both classes were heavily 
boycotted by the top riders and the 
wins came on separate days. The 
wins were the only GP victories of 
Herron’s career. It was back to Salz- 
burg in 1973 that the records showed 
that Jarno Saarinen, then 250cc World 
Champion, turned the trick. He also 
did it at the French round at Paul 
Ricard. But Saarinen, who also won 
Daytona in 1973, would not survive 
the season. Given the closeness of the 
races, the advances in technology and 
competition, and the 80-plus degree 
heat that he had to race in, the 
Spencer feat is a marvel. That he has 
set such high standards for himself 
and appears capable of reaching them 
is something that is now taken for 
granted. ; 

How did he feel after achieving yet 
another milestone: “This is probably 
the hardest I've ever worked for some- 
thing. It’s different than my first 
World Championship because that 
involves a lot more. And it’s very per- 
sonal. I can't really put into words 
how I feel right now. The guys have 
done a wonderful job on the bikes. 
But like somebody said to me the 
other day, “There’s still nine to go.’ I 
told them, ‘No, 18 more to go.’ ” 

Now there are 16 left and with 
Spencer atop both class point stand- 
ings and his machinery getting better 
with every race, it may be a very long 
season, not for Freddie, but for those 
who have to follow him. e

In spite of a heavily bandaged leg to 
protect injured cartilage, Team Suzu- 
ki’s Tony DiStefano regained the 
250cc National points lead by turn- 
ing two second-place finishes into an 
overall win at Herman, Nebraska. 
Can-Am’s Jimmy Ellis finished the 
day in seond place, and Team Hon- 
da’s Marty Smith claimed third. 


Giacomo Agostini led the 500cc GP 
race at Imola, Italy, from start to fin- 
ish to take the checkered flag more 
than one full minute ahead of second- 
place Phil Read. Ago shattered the 
circuit’s absolute lap record in the 
process, and following the race, over- 
zealous fans poured onto the race 
course to honor the Italian racer’s 
victory. However, once on the course 
the fans wouldn’t leave, forcing the 
cancellation of the sidecar race: the 
first time in history that crowd behav- 
ior prevented the running of a world 
championship race. Earlier in the 
day, Ago had battled with Johnny 
Cecotto in the 350cc class and had 
actually broken the lap record eight 
times in the course of the race — only 
‘to lose ground on the last four laps 
due to a bent brake lever, giving the 
win to Cecotto. 


Tom Getzfried powered his Yamaha 
to victory at the 29th running of the 
Greenhorn Enduro, held at Cajon 
Pass, California, dropping just 11 
points in the two-day, 400-mile event. 
Getzfried barely edged out Honda- 
mounted Mike Sterling who also 
scored a minus 11, but lost it on the 
tie breaker. 


DKW reorganized their U.S. distribu- 
tion, and changed the name of their 
motorcycle products back to “Her- 
cules.” Flagship of the new market- 
ing effort was the W-2000: a large- 
displacement street machine powered 
by a Sachs Wankel (rotary) engine. 
The new powerplant was reported to 
have undergone five years of testing, 
and the motorcycle was backed witha 
12-month unlimited mileage war- 
ranty. 


Over 50 motorcycle organizations pre- 

pared for a nationwide Helmet Law 
Protest Day, scheduled for June 29. 
The event called for peaceful demon- 
strations, with riders to gather at 
local Federal Buildings in cities and 
towns across the country. The protest 
was supported by the AMA, the Moto 
Guzzi National Owners Club, and 
the American Motorcycle Drag Rac- 
ing Association, and was expected to 
draw as many as 250,000 riders. 


A formal announcement was made 
that the Sacramento Mile would be 
tun again in 1975, an event that was 
suspended in 1970 due to the closing 
of the “Old Fairgrounds.” In years 
past, the Sacramento Mile had been 
second only to Daytona in popularity 
among both riders and spectators.

By now, I was hating life and won- 
dered why I was doing this. I thought 
for sure I was going to die, so I just 
rested. Then, like a gift from heaven, 
Dickie the trailmaster appeared on 
foot around the corner up ahead, so I 
knew the trail ended shortly. Dickie 
pulled the other guy out and then I 
made it through without getting 
stuck. Sure enough, two killer mud- 
holes later, I was on an asphalt road 
with clear sailing ahead. I thought, 
oh man, that was a blast! I can’t wait 
until next year. 

For the next 10 or so miles, it was 


mostly pavement, which gave me a ` 


chance to rest and catch my breath 
—I was 45 minutes late to the next 
check, but I didn’t really care. I just 
wanted to finish. 

Next we came toa dirt road section 
that took us through some more 
beautiful terrain at the bottom of 
Mauna Loa. We followed the trail 
through a cattle ranch called Keahou 
Ranch. The area was covered by 
green grass with trees scattered all 
around; this was where they had the 
final gas check. I filled up and grabbed 
my Gortex jacket out of my back 
pack, since we were about to start our 
climb up Mauna Loa where it gets 
very cold. 

The last section of the day was 
another narrow trail called Puuo-o 
Trail that was used to move cattle 
from Mauna Kea to Kau in the late 
1800s. This trail required lots of 
standing on the pegs, but my legs 
were so worn out I couldn't. The trail 
took us over rocks, lava, drop-offs, 
ledges, logs, steep downhills, uphills, 
and more lava — it was tough! I was 
so tired, I couldn't even lift the front 
wheel over some of the crevices, and 
one time, I paid for it. I was cresting 
this one ledge and was about to ride 
down the other side when, sure 
enough, I was greeted by a wheel- 
length-size hole at the bottom. The 
next thing I knew, I was going a per- 
fect headstand on my front fender 
while using all the strength I had left 





in my arms to keep me from doing a 
complete sommersault. I eventually 
fell off to the side of the bike while it 
remained balanced in the hole look- 
ing like an unexploded bomb stuck 
in the ground after being dropped 
from an airplane. I was embarrassed; 
luckily nobody was around. I got my 
KDX back on two wheels again, tried 
to regain my composure and con- 
tinued on my journey. The trail took 
us to the new lava flow from the 1984 
eruption of Mount Kilaeua which we 
had to ride around. I finally came to 
the second-to-last checkpoint located 
about halfway up the volcano; the 
area looked barren and desolate, with 
miles and miles of black lava flows in 
every direction. After mostly easy dirt 
and paved roads (27 miles of it) I was 
back at camp. About 20 riders fin- 
ished ahead of me and all were already 
prepping their bikes for day two; I, 
however, passed out on the grass. 
Those local riders are tough and 
know how to ride the trails. Only 25 
riders finished that day; I was thrilled 
to be one of them. 

Day two was only 54 miles long 
and took about two hours to com- 
plete. It was mostly wide dirt roads, 
similar to fireroads in southern Cali- 
fornia. In some sections, the trail was 
tough to ride because there were so 
many loose lava rocks and sandy-type 
areas that really tossed the bikes 
around. The trail completely circled 
Mauna Kea as it reached the 10,000 
foot level. It was tough on the lungs. 

The Mauna Kea 200 was by far the 
most exciting time I’ve ever spent on 
a motorcycle. The trails were chal- 
lenging, forever changing to differ- 
ent terrain, incredibly scenic and best 
ofall, the people running the Mauna 
Kea 200 are some of the friendliest 
you'll ever want to meet. The enduro 
isn’t laid out as a pleasure cruise; it’s 
tough and physically demanding. It 
also cost a lot of dough for someone 
from the mainland to ride the event 
with plane tickets, bike shipping 
costs, entry fee and other tidbits in 
mind, but it is worth every penny and 
more to do it at least once. 

I'll be there next year for sure, you 
can count on it! e 











Be a Motocross Star! 


By David Bailey with Thomas Scott 
Part Three: Getting your attitude right for the races 


Beyond the realm of physical conditioning and bike riding skills is one factor 
that willdecide whether you'll bean MX star ora three-digit has-been. What I’m 
talking about is your mental attitude, and I'd like to give you my thoughts on 
how you can achieve “The eye of the tiger” when you race. 


I feel I’m really qualified to talk 
about racing attitude. I’ve experi- 
enced just about everything possible 
on my way to the top, on the way to 


being a MX star and a national rac- 
ing celebrity. There’re two ways to 
look at your achievements: You can 
feel really satisfied and look at your- 
self in magazines and wait around 
until you can tell your grandkids 
how great you were, or you can try to 
continue adding to your achieve- 
ments. It's almost impossible to sit 
back and look at what you’ve accom- 
plished if you’re moving ahead. 

Many times people look at me and 
say, ‘Man, that guy is happy. He’s 
accomplished what he set out to do.” 
I don’t feel that way. I’m not the type 
of person who likes to sit around and 
look back at what I’ve done. I’m the 
type of person who is going to keep 
pushing — I want more things, I 
want more money, I want to win 
more championships, and that makes 
me an edgy person if I’m not doing 
well. 

If I’m winning races and I have a 
big lead in the championship point 
standings, my attitude is going to be 
super. If I’m losing out in the points 
race, like I am this year, I’m not the 
easiest person to live with — just ask 
my girlfriend. 

It's really difficult to stay in a good 
frame of mind all the time. There 
will be times that are good, and times 
that are lousy. The last couple of 
years I had.a lot of good things 
happen. At the end of last year I got 
invited to Europe, which was really 
an honor. I madealot of money anda 





lot of new fans, but I also went over 
and had some other bad experience. 


You have to take each situation 
and try to make the best out of it. You 
have to realize that when you're win- 
ning it isn’t going to last. You're 
going to win a few times each year, 
and you'll be on a high. If you think 
about winning too much you'll find 
yourself getting a little bit cocky. 
You'll be spending your time think- 
ing about the win you got two weeks 
ago, instead of getting your butt in 
gear to try and keep winning. 

It’s difficult to find a formula to 
keep your head on straight all year 
long. There are many ups and downs, 
and that’s really hard to cope with. 

I'm the type of person who enjoys 
being at home, and when I am my 
attitude improves. I’m not the type of 
person who could go over to Europe 
and win a World Championship. I 
think I’m fast enough to do it, but I 
don't have the temperament to be 
away from all the luxuries of home 
for six or eight months out of the year 
— there’s no way. 


If I’m having a tough time and a 
string of races are out in California, I 
find it necessary to come home. Even 
if I come home and it rains every day 
and I can’t even ride, it’s always 
worth it. I'll come home, unpack, 
and hang out in my garage and work 
on my practice bikes. I like to be able 
to sleep in my own bed and ride my 
MX bicycle and feed the fish down at 
my pond. Stuff like that really seems 
to freshen me up and gets me ready to 
win the next race. When I stay away 
from home for a month or more I get 





really homesick and I can’t concen- 


trate on racing. I start thinking about 
home, and whatit’s like. I can regroup 
really well by going home; it really 
makes a difference. 

Right after the Washougal National 
in 1983, I had a chance to go to Sun 
Valley, Idaho, with Hannah and my 
mechanic (Cliff White) and some 
other poeple to go tubing and hik- 
ing. It would have been a great place 
to vist, I'm sure. 

I decided to come home instead. I 
had just won the Supercross title, and 
I was leading the 250cc Nationals and 
the Grand National Championship. 
It looked like I wasn’t going to have 
too much trouble winning everything, 
unless I had a DNF. I'd been away 
from home for quite a while, and I 
just wanted to go home. 

I followed my own orders and went 
home. Nothing really special hap- 
pened that week, I was even just a 
little bit bored, but I was home and it 
was relaxing. I went to the National 
in Colorado the next weekend and 
won both motos, so at that point I 
knew I did the right thing. 

Hannah went to Sun Valley and 
goofed around, and I could tell in 
practicethe next week that he wasn’t 
really with it. He was ina position to 
win the 250cc National Champion- 
ship, but he crashed in the first moto, 
then had bike trouble the next time 
out. 

It’s important to have fun, but it’s 
also important to think about what 
will put you in the best frame of mind 
for racing. Don't always go with the 
flow and do what others think is best 
for you. I have people ask me to come 
by their place to stay, and offer me the 
use of their home, car and practice 
track, but I have to listen to myself 
about what’s right. Usually, when I 
do what I think is right, it works out 
for the best. 

It’s very difficult to perform at 
100% every weekend. I race about 30 
to 35 professional races each year, 
and every one of them is important. When 
Honda sends me to Japan to race, I 
can’t think that the race means any 
less than an event in the USA. It 
would be easy to think about how 
hard I’ve been riding and training 
during the Supercross and National 
MX races, and to let off a bit in Japan. 

You have to give it all you have! 
You have to ride hard in champion- 
ship races, you have to ride hard in 
Europe. You might sprain your wrist, 
and the next three weekends in a row 
there are Nationals. It’s real easy at 
that point to give up on the cham- 
pionship. The thing is, I’m not paid 
to give up. You have to be as tough as 
youcan and get right on the problem 
and make your wrist the best you can 
and try and heal it. 

Ihave to hang tough because this is 
what I do, I’m a professional moto- 
cross racer. I don't want to give less 
than 100%, and let Honda see that. 
When my contract is up they won't be 
interested, and then all of a sudden I 
take a dive. I go to Suzuki and see if 
they have a ride for me because Yama- 
ha and Kawasaki are filled up, and 
then the Suzuki isn’t quite as good as 
what I’m used to. Pretty soon I do 
worse, and then I’m in Europe trying 
to race, then I’m in South Africa 
teaching MX schools. That's not the 
way I want it, I want to win more 
championships. If you start making 
excuses because you're hurt, it’s no 
good. 

I was fortunate that in 1983 when I 
broke my foot, it wasn’t something 
really bad.

Part of having a good attitude is 
knowing that you can never predict 
what will happen to the other racers.

I was second or third in 
the Nationals and I just couldn't bear 
to throw it all away. I had the attitude 
that if I could just salvage some 
points, I could stay in the running. 

I ended up winning that race with 
a second and a fifth. Hannah was the 
dominant force at that time and he 
got sick and didn’t finish either moto. 
Rick Johnson got over-excited and 
fell offin one moto and didn't do that 
well. Liles thought he could win and 
crashed out in one moto. Burnworth 
gota flat tire in the second moto after 
winning the first race. All of these 
things happened and I ended up with 
the overall. Ever since that time I 
realized that whatever the circum- 
stances are, you can still go to the race 
and salvage something out of it. 

When you do compete and you're 
not able to put out 100%, relax. You're 
probably not even expected to be 
there, so you'll probably do even bet- 
ter because the pressure will be off. 

My girlfriend has been really im- 
portant to my attitude. Ever since I 
met her at Houston last year things

Hibbard hauls at 
CRC Tenderfoot 
Enduro -

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 19 
Always a bridesmaid, never a 
bride, Heath Hibbard put it all 
together at the Tenderfoot 
enduro for his first-ever win. 
After last month’s Hobo 100 event, 
where five riders zeroed the course, 
CRC’s Jerry McNeal’s instructions to 
his layout crew were — no zero’s 
period! 

Being 1985's number one plate 
holder in the Vet class, the largest 
class by far, it wasn’t surprising that 
Hibbard’s overdue win would occur 
soon. What was surprising was that 
he was the only one to drop four 
points, winning at 4.251. 

Compared to last year’s May broiler, 
the Tenderfoot enjoyed decent mid- 
80’s temperatures, and the finisher 
rate was much higher. With the pits 
located in the low hills-protected 
Teagle Wash area, Loop one headed 
out across the Trona RR tracks nor- 
theasterly and went by the Drury 
Mine. Turning south across tracks 
again shortly later, riders paralleled 
them for awhile through some fun 
jumps. But it was a long time with no 
checks, and everyone knew it would 
soon be time to get serious with their 
right hands and eyes. One more cross- 
ing of Teagle Wash and up to the 
Spangler Hills and the fan-the-clutch 
bikes could do their best homework. 





Being in a somewhat flattish area, the 
tie breaker check-in at 20.8 miles 
tricked many riders into believing the 
forthcoming test would be zeroable. 
Wrong! Donnie “Sponsors” Simmone 
was one of many top riders to pay the 
price at the checkout three miles 
later, at the top of the Spanglers. 
Western Airlines pilot Harry “Beast” 
Keast was one of the few who out- 
foxed the layout crew’s schemes. Fin- 
ishing llth O/A, and first 250AA 
Senior, his post-race comments were 
not surprising: “I liked the course a 
lot, especially the first loop. My 250 
Can-Am is much easier to ride than 
my old open bike. Though some 
danger turn arrows could have been 
placed a little sooner, it was still one 
of the best marked enduro courses I 
have seen.” 

What turned out to bea well-timed 
25 minute break, loop two riders 
headed out to the north side of Trona 
RR tracks to what the sign said: 
“Ride the Berms,” where you could 
try to defy gravity a bit. It was toward 
the end of this section that “hand- 
stand hump” caught many riders try- 
ing to get their rear ends out the 
resulting stinkbug stance. Even Hib- 
bard, Simmone and other top notchers 
got caught embarassed (or worse). 

Riders got a chance to rest up a bit 
at 24, 30 and 21 mph before their last 
big challenge of the day. After paral- 
leling Navy Road for five miles, the 
course turned west, winding through 
the hills..As the course got ughter, 
the speed got higher — 36 mph 
again! The sign “Entering Barbender 
Rocks” soon saw riders trying to ride 
quickly through these monoliths, but 





alas, none too fast enough. After a 
29.4 mile check-in, and a 34.4 mile 
check-out, the chuckling CRC outfit 
dropped speed to 21 mph next to the 
gunnery range for 2.1 miles. Outwit- 
ted again, several riders stopped to 
rest their bones at the reset, and too 
long. Even with the final leg at 18 
mph to the finish, they found them- 
selves late again! Overall winner 
Hibbard stated: “Both loops need 
another check, but the course was 
great. The marking was excellent, 
length just right, but the best was 
two(!) specials in loop two.” 

The most remarkable ride this time 
may have been put in by former 
winner John Ferro. Despite losing 
his odometer, he managed first O/A 
on his CR500 Honda, at 5.315, only 
two seconds behind second place Mike 
Hastings. : 

Although there were only 16 en- 
trants at CRC’s inaugural event the 
day before, the 40+ future commit- 
ment shave established that this course 
will be at all future enduros. 

The first event was for kids age 
four-10, but there had been a large 
request to raise that to 13, which 
CRC has subsequently done. All kids 
had to make each of five checks of the 
loop ona five mile course. Each child 
was supplied a number for their bike, 
with seven and under going one 
loop, and eight-10, two loops. At this 
added attraction, Women's champ 
Dana Bell entered two daughters, one 
five years old. Despite stalling, and 
finishing next-to-last, a tearful mother 
was one of several proud parents 
there.

Canadian riders Daryl Cornwell

During 
the first heat, Stobbart kept ahead of 
Goodfellow at the flag, and they were 
closely followed by John Palmer (F- 
1), then Skiver.

There was a very scary couple of 
minutes during the sidecar race when 
a Superbike rider entered the track 
during their final, just seconds before 
the leaders went through. Corner 
marshals managed to flag him over at 
turn three, and disqualified him from 
further competition for the day. 

Former AMA sidecar champion 
Bruce Lind and Jack Hart were hav- 
ing teething problems with their new 
rig during the first sidecar heat. The 
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new baffles in their ¢ gas Stank left them | 


with a fuel starvation situation that 
they were able to overcome before the 
final. The first leg saw John Wild- 
man and Rick Davison maintain a 
slim lead over Dave Wildman and 
Harry Rihela, but the rest of the field 
was never far behind. The final had 
Lind and Hart dive for the lead and 
stay there, leading the freight train 
rather than bringing up the rear. 
There were not a lot of surprises 
during the 500cc Production final. 
Ken Lalonde led from the first lap to 
the flag, and the first four riders fin- 
ished within the same second. The 
surprise was the impounding of all 
four of their machines instead of a 
victory lap. After much discussion of 
technicalities and who didn’t have 
what original parts, Lalonde was 
removed from the final results while 
the others remained. This put Nick 
Defago in first, followed by Scott 
Moon and Gary Berge. Wrist slaps 
were administered all around for re- 
moving various cycle parts that are 
supposed to stay on productions ma- 
chinery.

Hall, Michlitsch 
awesome at 
Albany SX

ALBANY, OR, MAY 12 

National number 35 Eric Hall 
came down from Washington 
state to make a killing at 
Albany’s District 28 AMA 
Supercross. Hall outrode fellow 
Washingtonian Marvin Waldo (Kaw) 
in a second moto 125cc Pro shootout 
to take the overall with a 2-1. Tim 
Mischlitsch (Malcolm Smith/Yam 
Support) took two classes, riding 
senstaionally in the second 250cc Pro 
moto to beat Hall and reverse moto 
finishes for a 2-1 overall. Michlitsch 
made easy moeny in the Open Pros, 
going 1-1. 

The 80cc A/B combined class 
brought spectators to life, led by lone 
Arider Jeff Dailey (Team Green/Sini- 
salo/PJ1/Scott U.S.A. Kaw). Daily 
demolished the field, which was no 
surprise as Daily ran away with the 
moto to easily beat B winner Ryan 
Holm (Yam) and Lance Rudge (Kaw). 
Moto two again saw Daily slip into 
the lead, but Holm was right there 
and the duo dueled in the dust until 
Holm realized he was up with the big 
guns and faded, allowing Rudge to 
settle into second and lose the overall 
due to a 2-1 finish by Rudge. Holm, 
Monty Spaulding (Yam) and Dawn 
Piazza (Yam) rounded out the top 
five in the overalls. 

Waldo (Kaw) shot out of the gate in 
the first 125cc Pro moto, and with 
eight laps ahead of him he was going 
to have to ride his best to hold off 
possibly the northwest’s fastest 125cc 
rider (Hall) for a win. Grayson Hart 
(KTM) and local Gary “Bad Boy” 
Beyer (Kaw) filled the top foru posi- 
tions in the dusty moto, but up front 
it was Waldo doing all he could at 
keeping Hall in second. Hall couldn’t 
find a way around and settled for 








second ahead of Hart, Beyer and 
Mike Crowell (Hon). The second 
time out Hall wasted no time vault- 
ing his Pro Caliber/Wheelsport/Scott 
U.S.A./Sun Apparel-backed Honda 
into the lead, with Hart running 
second and Waldo way back in sev- 
enth on lap one. By lap two the story 
was different. Waldo carved his way 
up to second and set out after Hall, 
who had built up a huge lead and 
rode a slower pace late in the moto 
with the overall win easily in the bag. 
Hall went 2-1 for first over Waldo 
(1-2) and Hart’s 3-3. 

Hall and Michlitsch had quite a 
battle for the lead in the first 250cc 
Pro moto, but that was after Mich- 
litsch came from last to settle into 
second with just a few laps to go. 
Michlitsch wasn’t able to make a pass 
stick and took a fine second at the end 
of the moto over Washington’s Don 
Knoblauch (Enumclaw Kaw), Kenny 
Olsen (Yam) and John Woodley 
(Hon). The second round was again a 
Michlitsch-Hall battle. Michlitsch 
was riding his best race of the season 
and gave Hall a fight he wouldn’t 
soon forget. Michlitsch was in the 
right place when he took the checkers 
in the lead to take the moto win and 
the overall payoff with a 2-1 tally to 
beat Hall’s 1-2, Knoblauch (3-3), 
Woodley (5-4) and Steve Hills (Yam), 
who went 6-5 for fifth. 

Hart and Michlitsch battled in front 
of local Pro Richie Earle (Hon U.S.A.) 
at the start of the first Open Pro out- 
ing after getting by early leader Earle 
on his O’Neal/Marushin/Seer-spon- 
sored Honda. The National contend- 
ers duo was too much and they quickly 
severed themselves from the rest of 
the field and finished 1-2 in the form 
of Michlitsch and Hart with Earle 
third. Moto two had Michlitsch lead- 
ing Hart until Hart had mechanical 
woes and dropped to third, letting 
Earle into the runnerup spot with a 
3-2. 

The next best race to the Pros was 
the 250cc A/B moto. Washington's 
Bruce Barnes had troubles in the first 
motoafter crashing, which put Wayne 
Church (Kaw) and former ’70s nation- 
al standout Les Womack (Yam) into 
the 1-2 spots. Kelly Whelchel (Kaw) 
came from nowhere to settle into 
third, nabbing Womack for second 
until Womack returned the favor to 
make up the finishing order of 
Church, Womack, Whelchel, Barnes 
and Tony Fox (Hon). Barnes came 
back to do what he had to for the 
overall, winning the second moto for 
a 4-1 tally to beat 2-4 of Womack and 
Fox, who went 5-2. 


Hull, Debrick

Trace Polson won his 250cc short 
track heat race, followed by Alan 
Powers and James Harris. Mike Hale 
won the second heat race ahead of Ed 
Meyer and Brad Miller. Powers led off 
the main, with Meyer, Polson and 
Harris following. Hale went inside to 
pass Harris coming out of the number 
two corner and Polson moved by 
Meyer on the back straight to take 
over second place on lap one. Polson 
rode the outside line and came across 
the start/finish line after two laps 
even with Powers. Powers held on to 
the lead, but Polson again went to the 
outside in turn number three and got 
around Powers to take the lead. Hale 
and Harris for five laps put pressure 
on Meyer for third place, but Meyer 
crossed the finish line half-a-wheel 
ahead of Hale. Harris finished in fifth 
place. 

Debrick led the Open Amateur 
short track main from the green to the 
checkered flag, with second going to 
Polson over Tim Sanderson. In the 
Over-30 TT main, Debrick got the 
holeshot ahead of Wayne Ratliff, Karl 
Klement and J.C. Dill. Eddie Kauf- 
man was on the move though, pass- 
ing Dill off the high jump on thefirst 
lap. On lap two, Kaufman went to 
the outside in the sharp number one 
turn to take third place away from 
Klement. On the next lap, he tried to 
pass Ratliff in turn four without suc- 
cess, then went to the inside in turn 
one and took over second place to 
chase Debrick. Kaufman closed on 
Debrick in the last lap, but time ran 
out as Debrick took the win. 

In Open Pro short track action, 
Bill Herndon took the heat race win, 
followed by Billy Orr and Scott 
Scherb. Orr got the holeshot in the 
main event ahead of Andy West, 
Charlie Orr and Terry Newman. By 
the end of lap one, Herndon had rec- 
overed from a bad beginning to gain 
second place. On lap two, Herndon 
went to the outside coming out of 
turn number four to take over the 
lead, leaving the Orr brothers in 
second and third. By the end of lap 
number four, Newman had gotten 
around Charlie Orr and the two began 
afive-lap seesaw battle which included 
Willie McCoy and Scherb for the 
third place nod. On lap six, Herndon 
suddenly lost power in his motor- 
cycle coming out of turn four and 
dropped out of the race, leaving Billy 
Orr to ride unchallenged from that 
point, while Orr’s younger brother 
hada slight edge on Scherbfor second 
place. He didn’t hold it though, as 
Scherb got ahead on the outside on 
the back chute on the last lap tofinish 
second, with Charlie Orr in third and 
McCoy in fourth place ahead of 
Newman. 

Bobby Shaw won the Open Pro 
TT heat race, running away from 
Charlie Orr and Herndon. After his 
mechanical problems in the short 
track main, Herndon was able to 
come back out for the TT main to get 
the holeshot, ahead of Orr and Shaw. 
They rode three-abreast around the 
sharp first turn, through the infield 
and around the hairpin turn back 
onto the back straightaway.

But Herndon couldn't 
pull away as Orr continued to apply 
pressure. Orr tried to get around him 
in the right-hand turn on lap number 
five, but Herndon pulled out of that 
turn and also the hairpin turn still in 
the lead. As Herndon went wide in 
turn four on the sixth and final lap, 
Orr stayed on the pole for the first

All 
checkpoints involved people that 
donated their time, including Scott 
Taylor, Gene Beck and Randy Daug- 
herty who personally donated gifts 
for auction after they either won or 
purchased them. A very special thanks 
goes to none other than Malcolm 





Smith, who was the official starter of 
loop one. The entire profits of this 
event went to the Alicia Ann Ruch 
Burn Foundation. 

Saturday afternoon was a real thrill 
for many of the kids and anyone who 
wanted to enjoy the FRA Poker Run. 
This was an opportunity for the little 
guys and girls to finally participate. 
At the start of the Poker Run, the 
16-mile loop seemed a little extensive 
for the four to eight-year-olds. Riders 
zoomed across the desert at a comfort- 
able speed and soon there was a trail 
split offering entrants the choice of 
completing the seven-mile loop back 
to camp or continue for the 16 mile 
trek. 

It was almost deja vu as minute 12 
started and Robb Mesecher moment- 
arily paused to say, “Watch me in 
this one.” As the day would eventu- 
ally prove, the Kolbe Honda/Answer 
Products/Duralube sponsored Mes- 
echer narrowly beat second place fin- 
isher Scott Sampson (Hon) by only 
one second through the two-loop, 75- 
mile event. 

Right off the bat, checkpoint 
number one was hidden at 3.4 miles, 
catching many riders extremely early 
or a momentary brainfade on the 
timekeeping mode. Streaking across 
the open desert, the course led to a 
tight checkpoint then to Conyers 
Butte and the 30 mph special test. 
The three mile test was very difficult 
even for the best of riders.

FRA’s Larry Langley stumped most 
riders on loop two by starting the 
special test at 3.0 miles with the 
check in in plain sight. Many, many 
riders were up to three to four min- 
utes early and tried to squirm only 
one-tenth of a mile into the check- 
point. The 36 mph test was the decid- 
ing factor for the overall win between 








Sampson and Mesecher. After a short 
reset, it was back on the gas at 18 mph 
through very tight canyons, and check 
number three was located on the down- 
side of a goat trail. The best check- 
point of the day had to be the one that 
Sam and Dana Bell scored, 3.2 miles 
from the finish. Everyone thought 
they were on their way back to camp, 
to the end of the event. The Bells 
mentioned that the check confused 
and surprised everyone. 


Nine of the top 10 finishers were 
AA riders. Mesecher finally put an 
outstanding ride together for the 
overall win over A Team buddy 
Sampson. Bill Fullmer Jr. brought 
out a new 1986 Honda XR350 and 
scored third overall; he was the only 
other rider to score in the ones. Last 
month’s Shootout Enduro winner 
Grant Palenske (Hon) dropped one 
additional point in the special test, 
but did take fourth overall, just 11 
seconds over Kurt Butler (Yam).

Tonight’s California Moto-

WASHOUGAL, WA, MAY 5 
Honda-mounted Eric Hall 
scored four wins in four out- 
ings today as Washougal MX 
Park hosted its second race of 
the 1985 season. With the track in 
excellent shape, thanks to Veteran 
racer Arne Hettman, another strong 
turnout of riders showed up to battle 
it out. 

Hall looked strong in taking both 
outings of the 125cc Pro class while 
wars raged behind him. Newly turned

Powers, Thompson 
split Boyd ST, TT

Alan Powers and David 
Thompson split class wins as 
they battled in Open Amateur 
competition at Mike Kidd’s 
Boyd Raceway. Powers win took short 
track honors ahead of ‘Trace Polson 
and Tim Sanderson. Thompson was 
the TT victor. 

Powers got the holeshot in the short 
track main, followed by Polson as 
Sanderson tried to shake Melvin Clay 
from his back fender. The four riders 
rode ina tight pack as Sanderson and 
Clay were even for two full laps with 
only the length of Polson’s bike be- 
tween them, while Powers was chal- 
lenged by Polson for the lead. Powers 
held off the charge to take the win, 
with Polson crossing the line inches 
ahead of Sanderson. 

The 80cc Seniors provided two 
races in one in the TT main. After 
swapping the lead with Clayton Hull 
on each lap, Bill Richards squeeked 
outa win in the heat race. Hull then 
got to the corner first in the main, 
followed by David Wood and Roger 
Sedarat. Richards shot over the high 
jump past Sedarat, then around Wood 
in the right-hand turn. Tim Kay 
passed Sedarat in the right-hander, 
then got around Wood on the back 
chute. By lap three, Richards and 





Hull were almost side-by-side as they 
both saw a win coming. Kay rode ina 
comfortable third as Wood and Seda- 
rat diced for fourth. Hull took the 
flag ahead of Richards as Wood edged 
ahead of Sedarat. 

Another tight race was the 250cc 
TT. Eddie Kaufman won the heat 
race, with Ed Meyer second, followed 
by Rodney Young. Bobby Shaw fell 
in his heat race, but took no chances 
following Meyer into the first turn of 
the main. Kaufman exited the corner 
in third ahead of Sanderson. At the 
end of laps two and four, there was 
still no separation between the front 
three. On lap five, Kaufman passed 
Shaw coming off the jump, but Meyer 
didn’t give ground and Kaufman 
scored second, with Shaw less than a 
bikelength behind. 

More tight racing was seen again 
in the Open Amateur TT. Thomp- 
son won the heat race ahead of Pow- 
ers after Young’s engine seized in the 
hairpin turn while Young led the 
race. Keith Stack got the holeshot in 
the main ahead of Powers, with Clay 
in third ahead of Thompson. Clay 
went down coming out of the turn, 
though, and then Stack fell in the 
hairpin coming out of the infield. 
That left Powers in the lead with 
Thompson pressuring. On lap three, 
they were neck-and-neck going 
through the right-hand turn headed 
for the hairpin turn, but Powers still 
maintained the lead coming back 
around the short track portion of the 
track. They were again side-by-side 
going through the infield on the next 
lap, and this time Thompson man- 
aged to get back to the short track in 
the lead. He held on for two more 
laps to take the win, with Powers in 
second place and Mike Gallagher 
rounding out the top three. °
